CURRENT EVENTS 

League of Nations Assembly Is 
Trying to Find Some Way 
to Save Armenia. 

AMERICA ASKED TO MEDIATE 


Balfour Suspects Plan to Recognize 

Kemal Pasha — Poles and Bolshe- 
vik! Resume Negotiations — 
Affairs In Greece — Murders 
and Reprisals in Dublin.

What shall he done to save Armenia? 
That Is the question that absorbed 
much of tiie attention of the League 
of Nations assembly last week, and It 
Is not yet solved, nor, apparently, in 
the way of being solved. The Armeni- 
an problem was forced on the atten- 
tion of the assembly by the repeated 
questions of members of delegations 
whose countries would not be involved, 
and the representatives of the greater 
powers were compelled to take It up. 
The net result, so far, is the appoint- 
ment of a commission which will ex- 
amine the Armenian situation. Sir 
Robert Cecil, South -Africa, Is Its chair- 
man, and the other members are: Sen- 
ator ITenrl La Fontaine, Belgium ; Doc- 
tor Frldjof Nansen, NoiAay; Honorlo 
Pueyrredon, Argentlnu ; *lgnor Schnn- 
zl, Italy, and Rene Vlvlanl, France. 

In the course of the debate Vlvlanl 
proposed that the league council 
should seek some government which 
will mediate for Armenia with the 
Turkish nationalists and try to ob- 
tain a cessation of hostilities. The 
council thereupon cabled to President 
Wilson asking the United States to 
act as mediator In the case, pointing 
out that although the senate had re- 
jected the mandate for Armenia, a 
new situation had arisen and a new 
solution was possible. The United 
States Is not asked to send an expe- 
ditionary force and only a small out- 
lay of money will he necessary, since 
wo are asked merely to represent Ar- 
menia by entering negotiations toward 
ending warfare with Kemal Pasha. 
It Is believed in Geneva that the Na- 
tionalist leader would welcome Amer- 
ica as nnsllator because the fixing 
of the boundaries of Armenia was 
left to President Wilson. 

M. Vlvlanl declared that the Unit- 
ed Ktat«*s would be the most logical 
power to represent Armenia In the 
proposed negotiations, and that the 
fact that It was not a member of the 
league would not Interfere. Some cor- 
respondents saw In all this talk un 
endeavor to "lure" the United States 
Into the league. Mr. Italfour saw more 
than this In the French plan. He be- 
lieved It was the beginning of an ef- 
fort to tear up the treaty of Sevres 
with Turkey and to deprive Greece of 
the territory given her by that pact; 
also that It was designed first to rec- 
ognize Mustapha Kemal Pasha. He 
demanded whether the Kemallsts 
would he offered money or territory as 
a bribe to cease attacking the Armeni- 
ans. and said Kemal was entirely In- 
different about the league’s opinion ; 
furthermore, he did not believe a 
mandatory power for Armenia could 
\e found unywhere In the world, and 
laid the league could not send an ex- 
pedition Into Asia Minor unless It was 
under the control of some treaty sign- 
ing power. 

Various delegates asserted their be- 
lief that the United States would now 
accept the mandate and furnish the 
expeditionary force, which, according 
to Doctor Nansen of Norway, would 
require 00,000 men and $100,000,(100. 
High French officials In Paris said on 
Wednesday that France would nut 
send a man or spend a franc oq an 
Armenian mandate, hut Intimated that 
she might ask Kemal Pasha what 
changes In the treaty would make It 
acceptable to him. 

The league suheoiumlsslon on new 
members has decided not to admit 
states carved out of the former Rus- 
sian empire — Lithuania, Latvia. Es- 
thonla and rkralne; and undoubtedly 
this meats that Azerbaijan. Georgia 
and other s.-tus la the Caucasus will 


he refused admittance. This accords 
with the position taken by the Unit- 
ed Stntes administration some weeks 
ago. 

The. league council decided to limit 
the scope of policing operations to the 
Vllna region and to keep the league 
“army" down to 1,800 men. Of these 
Spain will supply 800, Sweden 100, 
France at least 1,000, nnd Great Brit- 
ain and Belgium smnll detachments. 
Holland and Switzerland refused to 
pnrticipnte. 

Peace negotiations between Poland 
nnd soviet Russia were resumed after 
a lapse that threatened the renewal 
of nctive hostilities. The Poles, how- 
ever, consented to withdraw their 
troops to the armistice line. Moscow 
notified Lithuania that the Red forces 
would have to occupy Vllna, which is 
still In the hands of General Zellgou- 
skl. The soviet government has now 
pretty nearly cleared Russia of all 
Its nctive opponents. Petlura’s troops 
have about all escaped from the Uk- 
raine Into Poland and have been dis- 
armed there, and now It is announced 
that General SemenolT’s campaign in 
Siberia has collapsed entirely. Ills 
Inst base has been taken by the Reds, 
the corps that was defending It hav- 
ing mutinied, killed its officers and 
Joined tlie Bolshevik!. Semenoff him- 
self has lied to Japan. 

Unless the temper of the Greek peo- 
ple changes, they will vote, on Decem- 
ber 5, for the return of Constantine 
to the throne. This will be the logl- 
cul outcome of the victory of Gounarls 
nnd Khalils In the election. However, 
the new government Is placed in a 
somewhat uncomfortable position, for 
to restore the ex-klng will be to alien- 
ate France and possibly Great Brlt- 
nln. The former has warned Greece 
that It will withdraw Its material and 
moral support, but It Is not known 
certainly what nttitude Lloyd George 
will assume. The Greek newspapers 
favorable to Constnntlne assert thnt 
Great Britain Is willing to recognize 
the right of Greece to tnanuge her 
own affairs nnd thnt King George Is 
in constant communication with Cou- 
stantlne and has assented to his re- 
turn to the throne. 

Of course, Khalils and his confreres 
are most worried over the possible ef- 
fect of the restoration on Greece’s 
adventure In Asiu Minor. They can 
hardly hope to maintain their army 
there against the Turkish nationalists 
and the Arabs without the active co- 
operation of the entente allies, and, 
too, they rely on the British to sup- 
ply the money needed for the occupa- 
tion. It Is said by them that Veniz- 
ellsts left the treasury empty, de- 
stroyed quantities of documents and 
left Athens without Informing their 
successors of the stnte of business In 
the vurlous departments. 

Queen Mother Olgu, the regent, 
staged a triumphal return last week 
for two of Constantine's brothers, 
Prince Andreas and Prince Christo- 
pher. They were received by enthusi- 
astic crowds and escorted to the pal- 
ace. The same day the foreign news- 
paper correspondents mude formal 
complaint that the press censorship 
was being continued and tlmt their 
dispatches were suppressed or de- 
layed. Khalils and Gounarls made ex- 
planations and promised all restric- 
tions should be removed. 

Paris had press dispatches from 
Smyrna saying the Greek anny in 
| Asia Minor was split into two camps, 
one for and one uguinst Constantine, 
and that fighting between theiu al- 
ready had broken out. Some of the 
troops were suld to be demobilizing 
themselves, declaring they were done 
with the war against the Turks. 

Sunday. November 21, was a day of 
bloodshed and terror In Dublin. The 
Sinn Fein assassins early In the day 
put Into execution a deliberate plan 
of murder, railing 14 British officers 
or former officers to their doors und 
shooting them dead. About sixty oth- 
ers were wounded In these attacks. 
The black and tans got Into action 
at ouce, making many arrests. Then 
they forcibly entered Croke park, 
where 15.UUO persons were watching 
a football game. and. being hooted and 
attacked, tired un the crowd. Several 
sc«Te “f persons were killed and, inuuy 
wounded before the wild combat ended. 
Of course more murders and more re- 
prisals followed, and the military took 
, possession of the city. Numerous ar- 


rests wore made by them and quanti- 
ties of documents said to bo Incrim- 
inating seized. 

Though attacked bitterly by the op- 
position press nnd members of parli- 
ament for this Dublin affair as well 
ns for its Irish policy generally, the 
government defendod Its position with 
extraordinary tenacity, nnd to support 
It mnde public captured documents 
which were said to expose Sinn Fein 
plots for n campaign of terrorism in 
England, Including assassinations nnd 
the destruction of property by dyna- 
mite and fire. In the house of com- 
mons Wednesday night Lloyd George 
scored a ntftnble victory. Former Pre- 
mier Asquith moved a resolution ex- 
pressing abhorrence of the Dublin as- 
sassinations nnd condemning the re- 
prisals and urging Immediate steps 
to pacify Ireland. Col. John Ward by 
an amendment changed the motion 
into un expression of admiration for 
the courage of the crown forces. In 
Ireland, und this was ndopted by a 
vote of 303 to 83, amid the cheers of 
the government’s supporters. 

An echo of the Irish trouble was 
heard In New York Thanksgiving day, 
when an anti-English mob undertook 
to sack the Union club on Fifth ave- 
nue. On the club building was flying 
the American flag between British nnd 
French lings, and the manager wus 
asked to remove the British emblem. 
He complied, hut later the flag was re- 
placed, and then the mob attacked the 
building, breaking ull Its windows 
and destroying most of Its palntinga 
and furnishings before the police 
could disperse It. # 

The American commission on condi- 
tions In Ireland Is hearing ninny wit- 
nesses nnd has now decided to send a 
special committee to conduct a first- 
hand Investigation. It Is made lip of 
MnJ. Oliver I J . Newinnn of Washing- 
ton, Rev. Dr. Normun Thomas and 
Arthur Gleason of New York and J. H. 
Maurer, president of the Pennsylvania 
State Federation of Labor. 

Tin; row between the Western Union 
Telegraph eompuny nnd the adminis- 
tration has l cached the acute stage. 
It has to do with the laying of cer- 
tain cables at Blscuyne hay, Miami, 
Fla., permission for which was grant- 
ed some time ago. Connected with It 
was the attempt to land a cable from 
Barbados, which tin* Navy department 
prevented. The company thereupon 
declined to carry further messages for 
the Stnte department at reduced rates, 
and the Navy department threatened 
to destroy the hay cable if the con- 
struction work was not stopped. The 
eompuny applied for an injunction to 
restrain Secretary Daniels from In- 
terfering with the work, nnd the next 
day Secretary of War Baker revoked 
the permit for the laying of the ca- 
bles. The courts must now decide the 
entire matter. 

President-elect Harding and his 
party landed at Cristobal on Tuesday 
for a five-day visit in the t’unnl Zone. 
Wednesday he made n trip on the 
canal to Panama City and called on 
President I’orrus. Later the president 
crossed Into American territory to re- 
turn the call. Thursday Mr. Harding 
had a game of golf, followed by din- 
ner with President Porras, and Friday 
he returned to Cristobal, whence he 
sailed on Sunday for Norfolk. 

A Thanksgiving day announcement 
was made to the effect that John D. 
Rockefeller had given to charities and 
public institutions the sum of $68,- 
I 703,357, In memory of his late wife. 

; The fund Is being administered by 
| the Laura Spellman Rockefeller rne- 
| mortal, chartered in New York, and 
i the beneficiaries ure mostly organiza- 
tions in the support of which Mrs. 
Rockefeller was especially interested 
In her lifetime. More than eight mll- 
i lions of the fund ulreudy hus been ap- 
propriated to 22 Institutions. It Is 
i estimated that this brings the total of 
Mr. Rockefeller's big gifts up to up- 
' proxlmutely $475,000,000, making him 
the most munificent giver known to 
I history.

Help Reduce Coat of Living by Keep- 
ing Small Flock of Hens In Back 
Yard. 

dnlists of the United Stntes Depart- 
ment of Agriculture say. The average 
size of the backyard tlock should he 
at least 10 liens. Thus, each Hock 
would produce in a year 100 dozen of 
eggs, which at the conservative value 
of 35 cents u dozen, would be worth 
$35. 

By keeping n backyard poultry flock 
the family would not only help In re- 
ducing the cost of living hut would 
have eggs of a quality and freshness 
often difficult to obtain. 

Remember that eggs produced by 
the backyard flock cost very little, ns 
the fowls are fed largely upon waste- 
materials. 

AUTUMN TROUBLES IN FLOCK 

Roup Is One* of Most Common Dls- 
e«»«n and Is Most Often Con- 
tracted by Weak Fowls. 

One of the most common diseases 
of the farm poultry flock during the 
nutumn Is roup. Tills dlsonse Is fre- 
quently found In damp, poorly venti- 
lated houses nnd Is most often con- 
tracted by birds that nre poorly de- 
veloped and of low vitality. Fowls of 
this type frequently get roup and are 
the means of spreading It through- 
out the flock. Obviously, prevention 
should consist of eliminating the 
weaklings from the flock nnd provid- 
ing a honse that will be dry nnd free 
from drafts, but well ventilated, says 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

An additional prevention ngalnst 
this disease Is the following: Add 
as much potassium permungunate nj 
will remain on the surface of u dlmg 
to each gallon of drinking water and 
keep before the fowls. Tills ucts as 
Mi antiseptic and will help to keep 
the birds In good condition. An at- 
tempt to cure the Individual of roup 
It not advisable, for, although In the 
majority of cases, there niuy he an 
apparent cure, the danger of reinfec- 
tion is great, nnd frequently such 
birds cause the disease to spread 
throughout the flock. The safest 
policy Is Immediately to remove such 
birds from the flock and kill them as 
soon as they show the first symptoms, 
recognized by a watery discharge 
from the nostrils or eyes. 

KEEP DUCKS AND GEESE BUSY 

Feed Enough to Keep Them in Condi- 
tion and Leave Them Eager for 
Something More. 

After the birds ure mated, prefer- 
ably not later than December 1, keep 
them nctive. Their ration should be 
bulky, using ubout one-flftli of green 
stuff. Tliqy should not he fed nil they 
can eat, hut enough to keep them In 
condition und leave them eager for 
food. 

They do better on cracked corn 
than op a ration of cornmeul only. If 
ducks and geese are wintered in good 
condition, and muted early, there 
should be no difficulty In getting fer 
tile eggs. Too early eggs are not de- 
siraole. Ducks especially lay very 
early In the morning, and the very 
early eggs ure apt to freeze.

fill the position. Ills appointment to 
the new position came as a result of 
efficient service ns legal adviser after 
an amendment was made to the Legion 
constitution at the Cleveland conven- 
tion, which authorized the creation of 
the office of nntlonnl Judge advocate. 

Mr. Adums has practiced law since 
1010 and Is associated with a promi- 
nent In,dInnnpolIs law firm. He Is a 
graduate of Washington and Jefferson 
college, and nlso attended Harvard 
law school. He Is twenty-nine years 
old. The duties of the office consist 
In the supervision of the legal depart- 
ment of the Legion, the employment 
of counsel In law suits In which the 
Legion Is Involved, Interpretation of 
legal questions, and the adjustment of 
questions of eligibility.

Such terms should not be 
applied to products flavored only with 
essential oils or essence. 

Some few products on the market 
are composed In whole or in part of 
fruit Juice, and It Is In order that 
purchasers may distinguish between 
these genuine products and the imi- 
tations that the officials Insist upon 
correct labeling. 

Action Will Be Instituted. 

Action will be Instituted under the 
federal food and drugs act In all cases 
found to be In violation of Its terms, 
sny the officials. In the meantime, 
consumers who want real fruit Juices 
should read very carefully the labels 
of preparations purporting to be such. 

It Is not charged that these artifi- 
cial preparations as a rule contain In- 
gredients Injurious to the health of 
adults. There is no objection to their 
sale under proper labels. However, 
they are In no sense substitutes for 
genuine fruit Juices In that they lack 
the medicinal qualities characteristic 
of fruit Juices. In no case, say the 
officials, should these artificial prepa- 
rations be substituted for orange Juice 
In feeding children. They do not have 
the valuable antiscorbutic properties 
and the health-giving vltamlnes, which 
are found In the delicious ^ulce of 
the orange. The best way to get 
orange Juice for children Is to buy the 
fruit and press out the Juice. 


"Why should I buy oranges and 
press out the Juice for the baby when 
I can buy It already made?” said Mrs. 
Housekeeper, holding up a bottle con- 
taining n yellow bevernge with a fun- 
dful name and the picture of a deli- 
cious, yellow orange on the label. 
“This saves lots of work and Is cheap- 
er. Resides, the baby likes It real

“Rut this Is not orange Juice; It Is 
only an Imitation," said the food spe- 
cialist, carefully examining Ihe fancy 
label.

The only pnrt of the 
In this Btulf Is perhaps a ml- 
inntlty of oil pressed from 
ikln, or extracts from the dried 
lileli carries the aroma and 
f orange."

This Incident, which might occur In 
nny city of the United States, em- 
phasize the warning recently Issued 
by the officials of tbe bureau of chem- 
istry, United Stntes Department of 
Agriculture, to read carefully all la- 
bels on food and drug packages. 

National prohibition has resulted In 
tbe market being flooded with soft 
drinks, some of which are imitations 
of various fruit Juices and sold under 
fanciful names In order to evade, if 
possible, tbe necessity of stating on 
the label what the product really Is. 
Recause of tbe deceptive nature of 
tbe label on some of these products, 
the officials In charge of the enforce- 
ment of the federal food and drugs 
act have Instituted proceedings to re- 
quire correct labeling. In tbe mean- 
time, pending Judicial decisions as to 
what Is correct labeling of these prod- 
ucts under tbe law, some manufac- 
turers are continuing to put their de- 
ceptively labeled products on tbe mar- 
ket. 

Read Label* Carefully. 

While the labels referred to are 
grr>ssly misleading on a casual reading 
such as Is given by the average house- 
wife. they usually do contain state- 
ments in a more or less Inconspicuous 
way which will reveal to the careful, 
critical reader the fact that the prod- 
uct Is not what It purports to be. 
These Inconspicuous statements are 
usually placed on the labels for tbe 
purpose of evading the penalties for 
misbranding. The manufacturer hopes 
to mislead the purchasers by sugges- 
tive statements aud pictures played up 
prominently on the label so as to at- 
tract Instant attention, and escape the 
charge of misbranding by correcting 
the misleading features with Inconspic- 
uous statements lu another part of 
the label which the average purchaser 
does not read. 

Tbe officials have ruled that the 
terms “sde." “squash." “punch." 
“crush." and “smash.” when used In 
conjunction with the name of s fruit 
can be applied correctly only to bev- 
erages which contain the edible por-

TO BUILD WOMEN’S AUXILIARY 


Legion Administrative Machinery to 
Be Used in Safely Launching the 
Branch Organization. 


Assurance thnt the administrative 
machinery of tiie American Legion 
will be used without stint In nn effort 
to build up the Women's auxiliary, 
has been given by National Comman- 
der F. W. Galbraith, Jr. It Is expect- 
ed that tbe auxiliary will take charge 
of Its own destinies next spring, with 
tbe holding of tiie first national con- 
vention of tbe women’s uuits. 

“All doubts nnd misgivings In regard 
to the future of tbe Women's auxiliary 
of the American Legion were removed, 
and a system of orderly expansion in 
6tute departments and u national or- 
ganization was provided for by the 
Cleveland convention," announced Mr. 
Galbraith. 

“We propose to offer the aid of our 
organization In building up the aux- 
iliary, hut we ure not going to meddle 
wdth Its j*ollcies so long as our rec- 
ognized ideals and purposes are cur- 
ried out. The Cleveland convention 
voted to let the women swim without 
water wings. It authorized state exec- 
utive committees of the Legion to call 
state conventions and to establish de- 
partment organizations of the auxil- 
iary, killing the rule which made nec- 
essary the establishment of u total of 
units equivalent to 50 i*er cent of the 
number of posts In tlu* department."

How many teaspoonfuls 
does a pound of baking powder con- 
tain? Apparently the number depends 
on yourself, upon the spoon used, upon 
the brand of baking powder you buy, 
upon the can In the lot which you 
happen to get, und upon a few other 
factors which, though seemingly in- 
consequential, do enter Into the prob- 
lem. 

A pound of baking powder lasts 
longer with some cooks than It does 
with others. In nn endenvor to learn 
where the difference Is made the ex- 
perimental kitchen In the office of 
home economics of the United States 
Department of Agriculture recently 
conducted a series of experiments. 

Various types of cooking teaspoons 
were first experimented wltli to de- 
termine the exact amount held In 
each case. Roth tiie ordinary teaspoon 
and those “measuring spoons" which 
are linked together In sets were test- 
ed. A variation of from 120 to 150 
teaspoonfuls was found In the same 
pound can when different teaspoons 
were used. 

'Hie personal equation also enters 
Into the amount which Is called a 
teaspoonful. It was found the differ- 
ences due to individual manipulation 
ranged from 10 per cent to 30 per 
cent, a wider range of variation than 
those due to the different capacities 
of different teaspoons.

1 1 provides for the election of a mod- 
erator for one year, the tilling of 
vacancies in town meeting members, 
a referendum, tire acceptance of the 
Act etc. 

Moderator Elected 

Sect\pn (i. A moderator shall bo 
elected by ballot at each annual town 
meeting and shall serve as the model- 

р. tnr of all town meetlns, except as 

с. hot-wise provided by law. until his 
successor Is elected and qualified. 
Nominations for moderator and his 
election shall he as In the case of 
other elective town officers, and any 
vacancy in the office may he filled by 
the town meeting members at a meet- 
ing held for that purpose. If a mod- 
el ator Is absent, a moderator pro 
tempore may be elected hv the town 
meeting members. 

Vacancies 

Section 7. Any vacancy in the full 
number of town meeting members 
ftom any precinct may he filled until 
the next annual election by the re 
n.nlnlng members of the precinct 
from among the ‘thalo voters thereof. 
Upon petition therefor, signed by not 
less than ten town meeting members 
from the precinct, notices of the vacan- 
cy shall he promptly given by the town 
clerk to the remaining members from 
the precinct in which the vacancy or 
vacancies exist, and he shall call a 
special meeting of such members for 
the purpose of filling any vacancy. 
He shall cause fo he mailed to each 
of such members, not less than four 
days before' the time set for the meet- 
ing, a notice specifying the object 
and the time and the place of the 
meeting. At said meeting a maj< dtyof 
the members shall constitute quorum, 
ami they shall elect from their i'"-n 
number a chairman and a clerk. 
choice to fill any vacancy -shuir Ps 
by ballot, and a majority of the votes 
cast shall he required for a choice. 


The chairman and clerk shall make 
a certificate of the choice and forth- 
with file the same with the town clerk, 
together with a written acceptance by 
the member or members so chosen, 
who shall thereupon he deemed elect- 
ed and qualified a town meeting mem- 
ber or members, subject to tin- right 
of till Hie town meeting members to 
judge of the election and qualifica- 
tion of members as set forth in sec- 
tion five. 

Referendum 

Section S. Any vote, except a vote 
to adjourn, passed at any limited town 
meeting shall not become operative 
until after the expiration of five days, 
exclusive of Sundays and holidays, 
from the dissolution of the meeting. 
If. within said five days a petition, 
signed by not less than one hundred 
'male .voters of the town, containing 
their Christian names together with 
their street, addresses, is tiled with 
the Selectmen asking that the question 
or questons Involved In such vote he 
submitted to the voters of the town 
at large, then the selectmen, after 
the expiration of five days, shall forth- 
with call a sepclal meeting for the 
solo purpose of presenting to the 
voters at large the question or ques- 
tions so Involved. The polls shall be 
opened at two o'clock in. the after- 
noon nnd shall he closed not earlier 
than eight o’clock In the evening and 
all votes upon any questions submitted 
shall he takten by ballot, and the check 
list shall be used In the sr-vcal pro- 
| cincts In the same' manner ns In tlu 
| election of town officers. The (pics

j of a majority of the voters at large

"Batter-r-ry ’nit!" she 
croaked. She had heard the late ’En- 
ery give that command often enough 
to have acquired the exact Inflection 
necessary to make nn Impression upon 
men accustomed to obeying such nj 
command whenever given. Instinc- 
tively the column slowed up; some of 
the Foreign Legion, old coast artil- 
lerists, no doubt, came to a halt with 
promptness nnd precision ; all stared 
nt Mother Jenks. 

" 'Ow about 'arf a dozen cases o’ 
good brandy for the wounded?" Moth- 
er Jenks suggested. "An’ 'ow about a 
bally old woman for a Red Cross 
nurse?” 

"You’re on, ma'am," the foreign 
lender replied promptly, nnd translat- 
ed the old lady’s suggestion to I)r. 
Pacheco, who nccepted gracefully nnd 
thanked Mother Jenks In purest Cas- 
tilian. So a detail of six men wns 
told "IT to carry the six enses of 
brandy out of El Buen Amigo nnd 
load them on the ammunition carts; 
then Mother Jenks crawled up Into 
the armored truck with the machine 
gun crew, nnd the column once more 
took up its line of rapid march. 

The objective of this unsuspected 
force within the city was, as Ricardo 
Huey shrewdly suspected It might he. 
poorly garrisoned. Usually a force of 
fully 500 men was stationed at the 
national arsenal, hut the sharp, sav- 
age attack from the west, so sudden 
and unexpected, had thrown Snrros 
Into a panic and left him no time to 
plan Ills defense carefully. His first 
thought hnd been to send all his 
available forces to support the troops 
bearing the brunt of the rebel attack, 
nnd it was tremendously Important 
Hint tills should be done very prompt- 
ly, lu view of the lack of information 
concerning the numerical force of the 
enemy; consequently he had reduced 
the nrsennl force to 100 men nnd re- 
tained only his favorite troops of the 
guards und one company of the Fif- 
teenth lnfuntry to protect the palace. 

Acting under hastily given tele- 
phonic orders, the commanding offi- 
cer at the cantonment barracks hnd 
detailed a few hundred meu to fight a 
renr-guard action while the main army 
fell back in good order behind a rail- 
way embankment which swept In a 
wide arc around the city und offered 
an excellent substitute for breast- 
works. This position had scarcely 
been attained before the furious ad- 
vance of the rebelB drove In the rear 
guard, and pending the capture of the 
arsenal, IUcardo realized his opera- 
tions were at an Impasse. Promptly 
he dug himself In, nnd the buttle de- 
veloped Into a brisk affair of give and 
take, Involving meager losses to both 
factions, but un appalling wastage of 
ammunition. 

The arsenal, a large, modern con- 
crete building with tremendously 
thick walls reinforced by steel, would 
have oflTered fairly good resistance to 
the average field buttery. Kurrnund- 
Ing It on all four sides was u rein- 
forced concrete wall 80 feet high, 
with machine gun bastions at each 
corner and a platform ulong the wall. 
Inside and 25 feat fi.uu the ground, 
which afforded foot room for infantry 
which could use the top five feet of 
the wull for protection while firing 
over it. There was hut one entrance, 
u heavy, barred steel gate which was 
ulwuys kept locked when It was not 
necessary to have It opened for In- 
gress or egress. Given warning of an 
attack and with sufficient time to pre- 
pare for It, 1U0 of the right sort of 
fighting men could withstand an In- 
definite siege by a force not provid- 
ed with urtlllery heavier than un or- 
dinary field gun. With a fpli realiza- 
tion of this, therefore, Iticardo and 
his confreres hud designed to accom- 
plish by strategy that which could not 
be done by the limltvl forces at their 
command. 

As the column approached the 
neighbor hood of the arsenal, three de- 
tachments broke away from the main 
body aud disappeared down side 
streets, to turu at right angles later 
and march parallel with the malu 
command. Each of these detachmeuts 
was accompanied by one unit of the 
motorcycle mounted machine gun bat- 
tery with its white crew ; two blocks 
beyond the urseual square each de- 
tachment leader so disposed his meu 
as to offer spirited resistance to any 
sortie that might be made by the 
troops from the palace in the ho;>e of 
driving off the attackers of the ar- 
senal. 

Having thus provided for protection 
during Its operations, the main body 
nominally under Dr. Pacheco but iu 
reality commanded by the chief of the 
machine gun company, proceeded to 
operate. With the almost assurance 


In the world the armored truck rolled 
down the Rtreot to the nrsennl en- 
trance, swting In nnd pointed Its Im- 
pudent nose straight nt the Iron bar* 
while the hidden chauffeur railed 
loudly nnd profanely In Spanish upon 
the sentry to open the gate nnd let 
him In — that there wns necessity for 
great hurry, stnee he lind been sent 
down from the palace by the presi- 
dents himself, for machine guns to 
equip this armored motorcar. The sen- 
try Immediately called the officer of 
the gunrd, who peered out, observed 
nothing hut the motortruck, which 
seemed far from dnngerous, nnd with- 
out further ado Inserted a huge key 
In the lock nnd turned the Holt. The 
sentry swung the double gntes ajar, 
nnd with a prolonged nnd raucous toot 
of Its horn the big car loafed In. The 
sentry closed the gate ngnln, white the 
officer stepped up to turn the key In 
the lock, instead, he died with half 
n dozen pistol bullets through his body, 
and the sentry sprawled beside him. 

The prolonged toot of the motor- 
horn hnd been the slgnnl ngreed upon 
to apprise the detachment waiting In 
a secluded hack street that the truck 
wns Inside the nrsennl wall. With n 
yell they swept out of the side street 
nnd down on the gate, through which 
they poured Into the nrsennl grounds. 
At soiihd of the first shot nt the gate, 
the commnndante of the garrison, 
which hnd been drawn np in a 
double rank for reveille roll call, 
realized be was attacked, nnd that 
swift measures were necessary. Fortu- 
nately for him, bis men were standing 
at attention at the time, preparatory 
to receiving from hltn one of those 
ante-battle exhortations so dear to the 
Latin soul. 

A shnrp command, nnd the little gar- 
rison had fixed bayonets; another com- 
mand, and they were In line of squads; 
before the autotruck could he swung 
sldownys to permit a machine gun to 
play on the Kohranteans In close 
formation, the Initcr hnd thrown out 
n skirmish line und were charging; 
while from the guardhouse window, 
just Inside the gate, a volley, poured 
Into Hie unprotected rear of the truck 
following Its passage through ttie 
gate, did deadly execution. The driver, 
a bullet through his hack, sagged for- 
ward Into his steel-clad citadel; both 
machine gun operators were wounded, 
nnd Hie truck wns stnlled. The sit- 
uation was desperate. 

"I'm n gone goose," mourned Don 
Junn Cafetero, nnd he leaped from 
the shambles to the icround, with some 
hazy notion of making his escape 
through the gate. He was too late. 
Two men, riding tnndem on a motor- 
cycle with a machine gun In the spe- 
cially constructed side-car, nppenred 
In the entrance and leaped off; almost 
before Don Junn had time to dodge 
behind the motortruck to escape pos- 
sible wild bullets, the mnchlne gun 
was sweeping the oncoming skirmish 
line. Don Junn cheered as man after 
mnn of the garrison pitched on his 
face, for the odds were rapidly being 
evened now, greatly to ttie pleasure 
of the meu charging through the gate 
to support ttie machine gun. Out into 
the arsenal yard they swept, forcing 
the machine gun crew to cense firing 
because of the danger of killing their 
own men; with a shock bayonet met 
bayonet In the center of the yard, and 
the Issue was up for prompt aud final 
decision.

LIVED MANY CENTURIES AGO 


Skeleton of Giant Wombat, Recently 
Found In Tasmania, Believed to 
Be 20,000 Years Old. 


A complete skeleton recently discov- 
ered In the MowbrnJl marsh, on the far 
outskirts of the wild marshy regions 
of Northwest Tasmania confirms the 
existence 20,000 or 80,000 years ago of 
a giant wombat (one of the pouched 
unluiuls peculiar to the Antipodes). 
The discovery wus made by Mr. 
Lovett, u farmer, who wus digging a 
drain Into the swamp. 

Ttie skeleton Iny burled In six feet 
of decayed vegetable matter resting on 
sand that was once the bed of a lake. 
Mr. Scott of the Launceston museum, 
examined aud excavated the skeleton 
aud expressed the opinion that the 
anltnul hud lived perhaps more than 
20,000 years ago, says the London 
Dally Mall. It Is the only specimen 
yet discovered. Iu life the animal 
would be bigger than a mule, with 
four elephantlue legs and a head very 
much like a bulldog. Experts believe 
| It to be a smaller si»ecles of a gigantic 
! marsupial approaching In size the 
Brontosaurus (which weighed 80 to 90 
tons). It has long, bearlike tusks, and 
probably lived on herbs aud was slow 
of movement. 

Tbe present-day wombat Is a bur 
rowing animal from two to three feel 
long, with a short, thick body, abort 
legs aud very little tall.

According to a conservative esti- 
mate, there are about 8,000,000 women 
working every day, and most of them 
many hours a day, In the farm kitch- 
ens of the United States. Making 
these kitchens the well-ordered work- 
shops they should be, because of the 
Importance and amount of work done 
in them, would result In lightening and 
making more enjoyable Uie work of a 
large proportion of these 8,000,000 
women. 

The best location for the kitchen Is 
on a comer of the house. In a wing, or 
an ell, where there can be windows on 
■t least two sides so as to obtain light 
'from more thnn one direction and 
cross ventilation, says a revised Farm- 
ers’ Bulletin Issued by tho United 
States Department of Agriculture on 
the farm kitchen as a workshop. Wheth- 
er the chief exposure shall be north, 
east, south, or west Is a matter gov- 
erned by Individual preference and 
local conditions. A kitchen that re- 
ceives the morning sun Is usually de- 
sirable. It should have a pleasant out- 
look If possible. 

Points to bs Considered. 

The kitchen, as well as all other 
rooms In the farmhouse, should be so 
located with reference to the barn and 
other outbuildings that winds will not 
bring unpleasant odors or flies from 
them. Also, If possible, It should be 
In a part of the house whore dust will

"It was only a little object lesson 
In co-operative marketing,” la the 
modest statement of a Tennessee 
woman whose activities have produced 
a prosperous dairying community. 

In 1909, 14 women were organised 
at Pulaski, Tenn„ to demonstrate the 
theory of co-oporatlve efTort Butter 
and eggs from the relatively few cows 
and fowls of the community were as- 
sembled and marketed. The quality 
of the products, due to the care taken 
In selection and preparation, was 
such that they commanded the high- 
est prevailing prices. The women’* 
husbands began to take notice and 
soon interested themselves In dairy 
cows. This led to the Introduction of 
Jerseys, separators, silos, milking ma- 
chines and the shipping of whole milk 
and cream. 

Similar results are being secured 
In many sections of the country, 
state experts of the bureau of mar- 
kets, United States Department of 
Agriculture. The movement frequent- 
ly starts with a small group of farm- 
ers, farmers’ wives, or boys and girls, 
who quickly demonstrate the advan- 
tages of Improved production and mar- 
keting methods.

S * " HRISTMAS, both in its ritual and in its sentiment, is almost 
as old as Humanity itself. As far back as you can pro we 
find something very like the Yuletide festival — a season 
of rejoicing, attended by a somewhat boisterously joyful 
celebration. 

About Christmas there is nothing that even approxi- 
mates sectarianism or any kind of mental or social nar- 
rowness or littleness. Its spirit is ns broad ns humanity, 
and all men of whatever race, creed or geographical status, 
are invited to, and arc entitled to, take part in its glad 
festivities. 

Very pitiful is the human being who, in the midst of 
the Christmas season, feels like flocking off by himself, like 
Dundreary’s bird. It is a season, not for isolation and loneliness, but for 
fellowship and universal brotherhood, as though we were saying to one 
another, “ALL HANDS AROUND!” with nobody left out. 

When we pause to think of the way in which the Christmas originated 
it becomes easy for us to understand why the season is everywhere made 

to be the occasion of deep rejoicing and multiform gladness.

Beyond a doubt the festival had its birth away up in the frozen North, 
in the region of the aurora borealis, where the battle between the cold 
and the heat, the darkness and the light, is the longest nml the most ter- 
rible; and it was quite natural that at the turn of the sun, when the light 
and warmth began to retu'-n, men should turn themselves loose in a sort 
of paroxysm of joy. 

And by degrees the festivities of the men of the far north worked their 
way southward; for even there the return of the sun meant life to men, 
meant the sunshine and heat without which the human rnce must perish. 

The hyperboreans had their Christ, Baldur by name, Baldur the good, 
the gentle, the compassionate, who, taking pity on them, destroyed the 
Frost Giant and saved them from death. We cannot very well blame the 
hyperboreans if, at first, their religion was largely of a material type — the 
worship of the sun, for Baldur was no more than the sun idealized. 

Christ — not the petty Christ of the professional theologian, but (he 
Christ of Humanity — stands for OPTIMISM. All is well. Let not your 
hearts be troubled. Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof. In reality 
there is no evil, the thing we call “evil” being but good in the making. “I 
am come that ye might have life, not death; confidence, not despair; glad- 
ness, not weeping and wailing.”

There is a delight in seeing everybody 
joyous. The foreigner is made to feel at home. Artificial 
barriers are broken, and there come even into hard faces 
some softened lines. The spirit of Christmas penetrates 
even behind stone walls, and the prisoner is made to 
know that he is still remembered and that society has not 
abandoned hope in him. 

Christmas is the one season of the year when we 
are especially reminded to take Jesus seriously. The 
Sermon on the Mount seems practicable then — the 
Beatitudes possible in daily life. Even the great words, 
“Peace on earth, good-will toward men,” actually appear 
workable at Christmastide. The old text so precious, so 
peculiarly appropriate, John 3: 16. finds lodgment in our 
heart of hearts: “For God so loved the world that lie 
gave His only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
Him should not perish, but have eternal life.” There 
comes into our minds the conviction that we have not 
taker, seriously the lessons that our Lord taught, but 
that now we take Him at His word; we share, we give, 
we sacrifice, we find a new joy growing out of these 
very practical and beautiful ministrations.

PLYMOUTH MILESTONES 

Travelers along the several high 
ways leading from lloslon to Ply- 
month nnd on from Plymouth through 
the (’ape to Provlncetown. have hart 
their attention attracted the oast few 
days tr> new and interesting mile* 
stone-i hearing a bronze seal of old 
Plymouth colony, or the Old Massa- 
chusetts Colony seal, ns the case 
tuny be. nnd giving the distances to 
Poston or Plymouth with the name of 
the town in which situated, at the top 
of the stone. The stones are Quincy 
granite and were cut by Milne & 
Chalmers. 

The stones nre the result of one 
ol the activities of the Pilgrim Ter- 
centenary Commission, which hns In 
chnrge the tercentenary observance 
of The landing of thei Pilgrims, nnn 
have been erected as a result of a 
special act of the Legislature provid- 
ing for the marking of the old high- 
ways lending out of Plymouth to the 
north and to the south. 

Altogether some 100 of the stones 
have been ,put in place or will shortly 
be erected along what Is known ns 
"The Country Way", The Massachu- 
setts Path" nnd the “Plymouth and 
Ilay Road." The dedgn for the stone 
was decldrsl upon only after long con- 
sultations with eminent artists nnd 
authorities familiar with ancient land- 
marks of this character and the final 
choice was approved by the Art Com- 
mission of Massachusetts. In the 
same way the seals used were care- 
fully gone Into with a view of using 
the most authentic form of the earli- 
est days. There are many variations 
of both the Plymouth and Massachu- 
setts Colony seels, but the two util- 
ized are believed to be exact copies 
of the original seaLs of the early 
Colonial days. 

The locating of the stones was done 
by Harvey H. Pratt, Esq., of Scltuate 
and Boston, who has made an .ntlmate 
study of the old Colonial highways 
and who is considered nn authority on 
the subject, many of his Investigations 
having been published. 

It was the purpose of the Pilgrim 
Tercentenary Commision in mnrktng 
those old routes, today the main arter- 
ies of travel to the Plymouth region 
even as In former times, to interest 
the thousands of visitors exnected to 
come to New England next year for 
the tercentenary exercises. As one 
follows any one of these routes he 
1« certain to pass many most Inter 
estlng historical sites. 

Following the lines of one or the 
other of these mile-stones the visitor 
may pause to visit the site of the early 
home of Governor Bradford In King- 
ston; Varesrull. the seat of Covernor 
Winslow in Marshfield; climb the hill 
iu Duxbury owned by Captain Myles 
Standlsh and climb the Standish mon- 
ument; visit the home of John Alden; 
the Home of Judge William Cushing, 
chief Justice of the Massachusetts Su- 
preme court: the last home of Daniel 
Webster; scene of the massacre at 
the Block House, on First Herring

Football Betting • 

Baseball came into national disrepute because the 
gamblers found a place for an entering wedge and 
drove it home. Doubtless the players were honest 
enough until a sufficient sum of money was offered to 
tempt them. Bets on baseball games were regarded 
as a part of the sport's aftermath until the scandal 
became public. 

Football is in some such danger. The game is a 
clean, honorable, manly sport, but not professional. 
The football player is as jealous of his amateur stand- 
ing as he is of his ability to play. To Abe credit of the 
game it may be said that most players keep clear of 
professionalism. They play, not only for the game’s 
sake, but for the glory and the traditions of their 
schools. With something of the same fervor that causes 
soldiers to fight and die for the flag, they strive for 
victory. Every ounce of strength they have is given to 
win. At bottom they realize they must win cleanly. 

Football in itself is unsullied but the camp follow- 
ers will smirch it sooner or later unless they are balked. 
Considerable sums are wagered on football contests 
by young bloods, who never got nearer to the game 
than the side lines. The sports follow the games, not 
because they are interested in football itself, but be- 
cause they see an opportunity to gamble. They have 
their scouts at work and they have perfected a system 
whereby they have a reasonable assurance of winning 
before they bet. Five thousand dollars offered to some 
player might easily persuade him to fumble the ball 
on a muddy held and nobody would be any wiser — 
nebody would know except the gambler and the play- 
er who sold his honor. There is no record of any such 
practices, but if one sport is to be judged by another, 
the football players must be protected from the same 
temptations to which the baseball players succumbed.

FARM ANIMALS 

By Edward Lukeman 
OfT-hand one would say that the 
ordinary livestock on the farm today 
is far superior to that which men 
tamed and cared for in the dim crude 
ages, when the world was In the mak- 
ing and the recorded history of man 
kind Just beginning. Judging by tho 
wonderful progress the world has 
made slnee that time one would nut 
titnlly think] that the cows in those 
times were greatly inferior both ns 
to milk producing qualities and beef 
?t there is' good evidence to support 
e claims that the cattle that broused 
i the Egyptian pastures before tho 
st stone of the I’yramlds was laid 
were better cattle than the scrubs 
that are maintained on so many 
American farms today. 

Pictures of cows of tho 26th century 
B. C. found on Egyptian monuments 
have been made into steroopticun 
news and expert Judges of cows com- 
paring these .pictures with the pictures 
of scrub cows of today, say that the 
cows of the long ago gave more milk 
nnd produced more beef and ccst con- 
siderably less to maintain than tho 
modern scrub. With this evidence 
as a basis, agricultural authorities de- 
clare In all other livestock, the Egyp- 
tian farmers of the past were better 
off than the farmer of today, whose 
cattle, pigs and poultry are all scrubs. 

Those ancient farmers of the long 
ngo had no opportunity to profit by 
tho blooded stock that has been de- 
velqned with such painstaking care. 
It. was imposlble for them to procure 
thoroughbred sires to Improve their 
herds. They had no county fairs, no 
agricultural colleges, no examples of 
what good breeding will accomplish tt 
stlmulnte interest In better herds, so 
of necessity they had only low grade 
live stock. 

There is no good reason why any- 
one should keep scrubs and mongrels 
at the present time. There are plenty 
of excellent breeds anyone can choose 
from, and it requires no exhorbitant 
amount to purchase the thoroughbreds. 
And when once procured, costs no 
more to maintain and pays far more 
In return than does the scrubs. 

Never forget. If you are keeping a 
scrub cow, pig. or poultry it Is a 
poor investment. If you war it proof 
of this, purchase a cow, a pig, or 
poultry. Then purchase half a dozen 
hens of the pure breds. Place them 
ilde by side with the scrubs nnd feed 
hem the very same. Keep an accu- 
ite I’Acount of each for 6 months, and 
the rosults will surprise you. Then 
figure on this basis, how much you 
have lost since you started keeping 
the scrubs. It was keeping this un- 
profitable kind of farm stock that 
compelled many nn Eastern former to 
sell his farm at anything he could get. 

Bear in mind that In tho New Eng- 
land stales alone that there are five 
million less acres under eultlvntloi. 
at the present time than they there 
were In 1860, prior to tho Civil War, 
and that one billion dollars is sent 
out of these six states for feed each, 
year, and this money does not return 
Think what that means, how much 
more prosperous this section of tho 
country would he with all that money 
In circulation here and most of It 
could he, just as well as not. 

In the West farmers are cutting 
lip their largo tracts into “mailer 
farms, freight rates are now a great 
deal higher than they used to be, and 
this alone will make the price of 
everything eomtng from the West 
much higher, if we are to reduce 
the high cost of living a great deal, 
it will have Jo come about by our 
raising most of the food we consume. 

To produce the food consumed In 
these states I realize tho boys and 
the girls must remain on the farms, 
lr. fact many of them with proper 
encouragement would have done so. 
The farm must be made attractive. 
If tho boys are interested In basehall 
encourage them In it, and if the girls 
take to music, encourage them also. 
Many boyB and girls who have left 
the farms for the city have found our 
all too late that If they applied them 
selves as earnestly to the farm as to 
the positions they were able to ob- 
tain in the city, that in five years 
they would have better pay and from 
that time on constantly Increasing ro 
turns and the blessings of outdoor 
life, eood health and a life of hide-

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Kansas Agricultural College Makes 

Arrangement to Furnish Farmers 
With Weather Probabilities. 

— 

Tin* Kansas Agricultural college 
has announced that It will furlnsh the 
weather forecasts to every Kansas 
farmer by wireless telegraph. The 
farmer will be required to Install an 
amateur wireless set with which to 
receive the forecast. These sets eost 
about $35 each and can lie operated 
by any person. They cannot lie used 
for sending messnges for any con- 
siderable dlsinnees hut they will re- 
ceive the powerful messnges of the 
big plnnts. The forecasts are to l>e 
sent out at 11:56 each morning under 
n standard code and on the wave 
length of .17*1 meters, short enough for 
any amateur set to take. This' wave 
length Is also long enough and the ! 
college plant Is powerful enopgh so I 
thnt the message will reach every ! 
point in the state. The forecast will 
be sent at the rate of 18 words a 
minute and then repeated at 10 words 
a minute. The service Is to he given 
free to every farmer, high school, 
or to any other person or Institu- 
tion having n wireless set. The high 
schools In the stnnll communities are 
to distribute the forecast to the banks 
and stores and to the telephone com- 
panies. The knowledge of the prob- 
able wenthor Is of considerable Im- 
portance to farmers during the har- 
vest and haying season, and to stock- 
men during the winter, for they can 
make preparations for feeding and 
sheltering stock upon knowing of an 
approaching storm. 

PLAN MORE OSTRICH PLUMES 

South African Raisera of the Birda Be- 
lieve They Can Largely Increase 
the Supply. 

An effort Is being made by South 
African ostrich farmers to Increase 
the plume quills of ostriches, and Pro- 
fessor Deverden believes this can be 
done by ns much ns 25 per cent, but 
W. P. P.vcruft, the great English nut- 
urnllst, is skeptical. 

The number of plumes from ench j 
wing averages 30, and occasionally i 
nuts ns high ns 42 In the South Afri- 
can species nnd 3fl In the North Afri- 
can. Tho Intter Is the larger bird 
nnd Its bones are denser. The Groot- 
fnnteln School of Agriculture Is trying 
by proper mntlng to breed a race of 
42 plutne birds. 

Professor P.vcrnft writes In the Illus- 
trated London News thnt the ances- 
tor of the ostrich undoubtedly pos- 
sessed the power of flight, when the 
wing quills of the hand numbered 16, 
while the secondary fenthers, attached 
along tlie forenrtti, probnhly did not 
exceed 26. This wns the original In- 
heritance nnd it can never he In- 
creased, especially now thnt the whole 
wing has degenerated Into a mere 
wreck of Its original seif. 

There nre now about 1.000.000 birds 
on tho African ostrich farms nnd the 
value of their exported fenthers is 
about $15,000,000. 

Overcoming Plant Disease. 

Announcement by scientists nt Cam- 
bridge university that It Is now pos- 
sible to breed disease-proof plants, 
following a long series of Immunizing 
tests applied to grains, potntoes nnd 
other growths, ought to shed a ray of 
light upon the world sorely vexed by J 
food problems. 

Potato disease alone has cost tills 
country untold millions of dollars. If 
this one article of food could be pro- 
tected against the destructive fungi 
that attack It so persistently, a solid 
foo<] basis would \0 assured. As It 
|h. potntoes. which should lie tho cheap- I 
pst and most plentiful food, now fluc- 
tuate from moderate prices to prices 
t tin f nre absurdly high. 

The checking of plant disease Is 
second only In Importance ta over- 
coming the diseases that attack till- i 
inanity. At tills time of food scarcity I 
any progress that can be made toward j 
conserving tin* world's crops will be, 
doubly a blessing. — New York Trlt»- ' 
une.

But n perfectly equivalent 
translation of anything more complex 
than the multiplication table Is Im- 
possible and already controversies 
have arisen over supposed discrepan- 
cies In the two versions. So the Es- 
perantist! of Paris have pabllshed 
their “Kontrakto de la Llga de NacloJ" 
with the suggestion that by making 
f&perante the official language ef tha 
leagoe all dlapntes wosld ba avalded.

HIGH HONOR FOR SMALL GIRL j 

Face of Ten-Year-Old Has Appeared 
on Millions of Coins of the 
United States. 

Tlie government of the United Slutes 
In 1835 made an offer of $1,000 for the 
most acceptable design to be placed 
upon the new cent coin soon to be 
Issued. Some Indian chiefs traveled 
from the northwest to Washington to 
visit the Great Father nnd then 
Journeyed to Philadelphia to see the 
mint, whose chief engraver was James 
Barton Longacre, who Invited them to 
his home. 

The engraver's daughter, Surah, 
aged 10, greatly enjoyed the visit of 
her fnther’s guests and during the eve- 
ning, to please her, one of the chiefs 
took off his feathered helmet nnd war 
bonnet nnd placed It on her head. In 
the company was tin artist, who Im- 
mediately sketched her and handed the 
picture to her father. Mr. Longacre. 
knowing of the competition for a like- 
ness to go upon the cent projected, 
under the Inspiration of the hour, re- 
solved to contend for the prize offered 
by the government. To his delight the 
officials accepted It, nnd the face of 
his daughter appeared upon the coin, 
which wns circulated about the nntlon 
for nearly n century. There were 
more thun n hundred competitions. 
The cent heating the fuee of Sarah 
Longacre hns gone Into more hands 
thnn any other American coin.

TO EXTERMINATE CROP PESTS 

Scientist Plans to Use Flame Throwers 
and Other Methods to De- 
stroy Enemies. 

In 1018 und 1010 the territory near ■ 
the delta of the Rhone suffered greatly 
from swarms of the Morocco cricket, 
which multiplied so excessively ns to 
he of great Injury to the crops. At n 
recent meeting of the French Academy i 
of Sciences n report was made by M. 
Vaysslere on the use of the “flame 
throwers." employed In the war for 
throwing liquid tire, to exterminate 
these pests. With nn apparatus hold- 
ing nbout twelve liters of petroleum nn 
extent of 200 sqnnre meters can he so 
thoroughly swept with flames as to kill 
nil the Insects. Asphyxiating gases 
j find but little effect but applications 
I of powered chloroplcrln were much 
more satisfactory. While vegetation 
suffered somewhat the effects were 
only temporary. Lnstly, M. Vaysslere 
made use of poisoned halt with a basis 
of nrsenlc like that employed In Italy 
and In the United States und obtained 
good results. He proposes to utilize 
all three methods — first the flame 
throwers to exterminate the hordes of 
young larvae In all cases where their 
use does not Involve danger of Are; 
secondly, chloroplcrln powder where 
the flnmo throwers would ire danger- 
ous; and thirdly poisoned halt In Irri- 
gated meadows where no cattle are 
j pastured.

President Urges Independence 
for the Philippines and a 
Loan to Armenia. 

BOTH OPEN TO OBJECTION 


Canadian Delegate Stirs League As- 
sembly by Scoring European States- 
manship — Attacks on Article X— 

Prospects for Irish Settlement 
Good, Says Lloyd George. 

'

Congress Is on the Job ngnin, with 
plenty of work to do and the prospect 
of not getting a grent deal of it done 
before March 4. with the exception of 
appropriation legislation and the pos- 
sible passage of bills for the creation 
of a budget and the restriction of 
Immigration. President-elect Ilardlng, 
who occupied his seat In the senate 
lor n day or two, urged upon his col- 
leagues the need of quick and non- 
partisan work, and Intimated that an 
extra session would be called soon 
after his Inauguration. 

President Wilson was desirous of 
api>enring In person before congress 
to deliver his message, but was dis- 
suaded at the last minute by his phy- ( 
slcians and the document was rend by 
tbo clerks. In his opening generaliza- 
tions Mr. Wilson said nutocrncy wus 
again to the fore In Europe, and that 
It was up to the United States to 
save democracy by giving an example 
of Its successful operation, enacting 
and enforcing Just laws and “standing 
for right and Justice ns toward Indi- 
vidual nations." Aside from domestic 
matters he made Just two specltle rec- 
ommendations. The first was that a 
large loan be made to Armenia, the 
money to be expended under the su- 
pervision of nn American commission. 
Compliance of congress with this re- 
quest Is made some what doubtful by 
recent developments in Armenia, 
where the Russian Iteds are now In 
almost complete control and have set 
up a soviet government. The Presi- 
dent also advised thnt complete inde- 
pendence be granted at ouce to the 
Philippines. This, too, will be opposed ^ 
by many congressmen who do not 
agree with Mr. Wilson that the people 
of the Islands have succeeded in main- 
taining a stuble government. Prob- 
ably most of our law makers would be 
glad to get rid of the Philippines, how- 
ever, If it were not for the proposition 
tha* we should guarantee their Inde- 
pendence, a policy that likely would 
involve us in serious complications. If 
cot wars, in the not distant future. 

Tlie President recommended the 
early adoption of a budget system, the 
Institution of rigid economy in gov- 
ernment expenditures, better care for 
disabled soldiers, revision and simpli- 
fication of the tux laws and protection 
for the agricultural Industry — all of 
which meets the approval of most of 
the people. 

The message made no mention of 
the League or Nations, but the predic- 
tion was made in Washington that Mr. 
Wilson would lay the treaty and cove- 
nant before the senate again, un- 
changed, and would continue the fight 
for ratification up to the moment of 
his retirement from the White House, 
and afterward as a private citizen. 
Another matter which he omitted from 
bts message was the restriction or 
stoppage of Immigration. This was 
luken by some to mean that if con- 
gress passed a drastic act he would 
uto it. 

Senator Harding announced that he 
would resign from the senate between 
January 10 and January IS and that 
Seuator-elect W tills would be appoint- 
ed his successor. Governor Cox there- 
upon courteously wired Mr. Harding 
that If he wished to leave the senate 
Cartier he would gladly name Mr. Wll- 
Its to fill the vacancy. Mr. Harding 
returned to hla home In Marlon to pre- 
pare for the series of conferences with 
Rational leaders concerning the policy 
«* his administration. 


Withdrawal from the League of Na- 
tions assembly by the Argentine dele- 
gation caused a lot of talk, In Geneva 
and elsewhere, but It didn’t disrupt 
the gathering by any means. Indeed, 
Pueyrredon and bis colleagues found 
they had put themselves In a rather 
ridiculous position and the chief re- 
tired to Paris, disappointed but still 
defiant. Their argument that proposed 
amendments to the covenant should be 
discussed and acted on at this session 
was upheld by the Scandinavians and 
certalp others, but their action In quit - 1 
ting because they found themselves in 
the minority on the question was not 1 
approved by anyone, and was attacked 
by some of the lluenos Aires papers. 
Pueyrredon stated that his mission In 
Paris was to consult with Senntor Mc- 
Cormick of Illinois In the hope that 
the United States and Argentina 
would become the lenders of a move- 
ment to give to the world a substitute 
for the present league. 

Wednesday’s session of the assem- 
bly was enlivened by a hot speech' by 
Newton Rowell of Canada In opposi- 
tion to the plan of Hnnotnux of 
France to hnve three new organiza- 
tions set up, each with an annual con- 
ference, to take enre of finance, trans- 
portation and health matters, and to 
be supported financially by the league 
as Is the labor bureau. The labor bu- 
reau’s budget for the coming year Is 
7,000,000 gold francs, and Mr. Rowell 
protested that nations like Canada 
would not ngreo to be sudtlled with 
the Immense additional expense that 
the three proposed commissions would 
require. Nor could such nations af- 
ford to send their best technicians 
each year to the conference, he said, 
nnd consequently the problem Involved 
would be handle*! exclusively by Euro- 
pean nations, which would not at all 
suit Canada. “Why,” he cried, "do you 
thlnL* we should hnve confidence In Eu- 
ropenn statesmen nnd leaders when It 
was European policy, statesmanship 
and ambition thnt drenched the world 
In blood?" Senntor Mlllen of Australia 
warmly supported Rowell, nnd Lord 
Robert Cecil’s compromise, thnt the 
existing International health organi- 
zation continue, under league super- 
vision, nnd the other two be aban- 
doned, wus adopted. 

Earlier In the week another Cana- 
dian, Minister of Justice Doherty, pro- 
posed an amendment to the covenant 
thnt would erase nrtlcle X, and though 
he was forced to yield to the assem- 
bly’s determination to put over until 
next yenr notion on amendments; he 
made a hitter protest against domina- 
tion of the league’s affairs by the 
council. On Wednesday Lord Robert 
Cecil took another wallop at article X, 
offering a motion to relieve members 
of the league from obligations laid on 
them by that article. When France, 
Holland, Sweden and Czecho-Slovakla 
objected, the proposal was referred to 
the legal section secretariat to ascer- 
tain If the league could make reserva- 
tions on lts own covenant. The assem- 
bly committee on new' members de- 
cided In favor of admitting Finland 
and Luxemburg, but deferred action 
on Albania and the Baltic states. 

Considerable time was devoted by 
the assembly to discussing the war on 
typhus In the Near East. Several 
delegates appealed to the world to 
stamp out the scourge that is gradual- 
ly spreading over Europe, and good 
progress was made in raising the 250,- 
000 pounds necessary to set the cam- 
paign In motion. 

Despite the knowledge that the res- 
toration of Constantine would cut 
Greece off from all political and finan- 
cial support by the great powers, the 
Greek cabinet sent word to the for- 
mer king that the people had voted In 
favor of his return, and Invited him to 
resume the throne. Premier Khalils 
of course recognizes the seriousness 
of the situation, but probably he feels 
he must obey the mandate of the peo- 
ple. Paris bad a story to the effect 
that Constantine plans to overcome 
the financial troubles of the country 
by giving concessions for a number of 
greet gambling casinos in various 
Greek cities that are favorite resorts 
of tourists. Another Parts report was 
that the Greek cabinet bad asked Con 
stentlne to abdicate In favor of the 
crown prince, but at thu writing 
has not been confirmed. 

D'Annunzio's comic opera “state at 


war" with Italy has not yet broken 
out Into actual fighting, and ns nego- 
tiations between Italy and the “re- 
gency of Quamero" are under way the 
affair Is likely to be settled with lit- 
tle or no bloodshed. It Is believed the 
poet will yield If his services In sav- 
ing Flume from the Jugo-Slavs are of- 
ficially recognized. That city is still 
blocknded. Last week two of the Ital- 
ian warships went over to the D’An- 
nunzio side, their crews first binding 
and gagging the officers. 

Affairs In Ireland continued to oc- 
cupy much of the attention of the 
English-speaking world. As the week 
closed the prospects for a settlement, 
according to Lloyd George, were much 
better than they appeared on the sur- 
face. This He premier said after he 
had conferred with Mgr. Patrick 
Clune, archbishop of Perth, who had 
been acting ns his Intermediary and 
consulting with Sinn Fein leaders. It 
was snld the bishop had conveyed to | 
Lloyd George u messnge from Michael ! 
Collins, commander of the Sinn Fein 
army, which presumably contained tlie ! 
Irish terms for a settlement or at J 
least a truce. Father O’Flanagan of ! 
Roscommon, noting president of Sinn 
Fein, also sent n messnge to the pre- 
mier concerning a truce, and the cabi- 
net, considering this, was reported to 
have decided on a reply embodying 
these terms: “No amnesty, no repub- 
lic, nnd a cessation from the present 
campaign of outrage and murder.” 

Sir Horace Plunkett, chairman of 
the Dublin pence convention, sailed 
for New York to appear before the 
American committee of Inquiry, and 
before stnrtlng snld; “I see no hope 
of a truce In Ireland nor any hope In 
the overtures reported In the press. 
There cannot he pence while there Is 
frightfulness on both sides. In my 
judgment the British government Is 
blamahle." 

The American committee heard one 
of Its star witnesses, Mrs. Terence 
MncSwlney, widow of the lord mayor 
of Cork, whose appearance before It 
was very Interesting though probably 
her views on the Irish problem are 
given an exaggerated vnlue. She was 
preceded by lifer sister-in-law. Miss 
Mnry MncSwlney, who told a long 
story of the wrongs of her country, 
and freely admitted that In 101(1 Ire- 
land turned to Germany for nrms and 
would have accepted from that nation 
all Ihe help It could get. This she Jus- 
tified by the assertion that Ireland 
was “at war with England." Because 
of that "war" she defended all the 
killings of British policemen and sol- 
diers. while In the same breath she 
denounced the killing of Irishmen by 
the English. 

The American committee's delegates 
named to go to Ireland for a first-hand 
Investigation cannot go. They ob- 
tained their passports, but the British 
embassy In Washington refused to 
vise them for the stated reason that 
“the proposed visit to British territory 
Is not agreeable to his majesty’s gov- 
ernment." 

Delegates to the American Farm Bu- 
reau federation in lndiana(>oll8 adopt- 
ed a resolution asking congress to pro- 
hibit short selling In agricultural 
products on the Chicago board of 
trade. Banking and commercial In- 
terests were asked to co-operate In 
their efforts to get Immediate relief 
from the present economic conditions 
by the extension and renewal of notes. 
The legislative bureau of the federa- 
tion will make a special study of rural 
personal credits. The federal farm 
loan act was approved and an amend- 
ment was asked to Increase the loam 
limit from $10,000 to $25,000. 1 

F. W. Thompson of Chicago, head- 
ing a delegation of farm mortgage 
hankers, told the senate agriculture 
committee that bankruptcy was threat- 
ened in many quarters through the 
farmer's being called upon to carry 
an undue share of the burden of defla- 
tion. He urged that the war finance 
corporation be revived to take over 
the task in order to prevent business 
chaos and save the future food supply 
of the country and the world. 

For the third time the Nobel peace 
prize has beeu awarded to an Ameri- 
can, the recipient this time being Prea- 
ldent Wilson The honor csrrlcs with 
It a gift of $40,000. Theodore Roosevelt 
and KlLbu Root were the other Ameri- 
cans to receive this prize.

European Relief Council to rnlse $33.-

are the American Relief Administration, 
the American Red Cross, the American 
Friends' Service Committee (Quaker*), 
the Jewish Joint Distribution Commit- 
tee, the Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ In America, the Knlghta of 
Columbus, the Y. M. C. A. and the Y. 
W. C. A.

Out of their earnings, for the most 
part as unskilled Inborers, living from 
hand to mouth, the foreign-horn ele- 
ment In the United Statvs is contribut- 
ing largely to the funds for food sup- 
plies to aid the starving peoples of 
j their native lands. 

Figures from the Food Draft section 
of the American Relief Administration 
show that $593,110 hail oeen sent to 
Poland, up to the end of November. 
$158 70 had been sent to Czecho 
Slovakia, Hungary had received $882,- 
760, Germany had $1,443,619 and Aus- 
tria $2,046,720. It whs estimated that 
more than 90 per oeut of this money 
had been spent by nationals of these 
various countries who are now la ths 
United States. There are about 1,500,- 
000 Poles, 800.000 Hungarians, 500,000 ! 
Czechs and 600.000 Slovaks In this 1 
country.

SIXTY YEARS MARRIED 

('apt. and Mrs. James T. Stevens of 
Braintree observed the 00th anniver- 
sary of their marriage Sunday nt their 
home, 70 Tremont street, where they 
kept open house and received the con- 
gratulations of scores of friends and 
relatives.

League of Nations Recommends 
Limitation of Armaments 
by Mutual Agreement. 


With the utmost difficulty the Amer- 
ican government has convinced the 
European and Japanese delegates to 
the International communications con- 
gress that It means business when It 
demands a restoration of Its pre-war 
rights In connection with the alloca- 
tion of the former German cables. A 
modus vlvendl has been adopted cov- 
ering the situation until a Anal agree- 
ment can be renched. It puts Into 
writing nn acknowledgment by the al- 
lied powers that the United States 
government, as a result of the war, 
shares In the ownership of the 18,000 
miles of German cables throughout 
the world. For the time being the 
cables are to be operated as at pres- 
ent, hut for the financial account of 
the five powers — the United States, 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Ja- 


To return to the League of Nations: 
Several Important things were ac- 
complished last week by the assem- 
bly. First of these was the adoption 
of a statute for a permanent Interna- 
tional court of Justice. The plan now 
goes to the member states for ratifi- 
cation. If It Is approved by 22, or a 
majority, before the next meeting of 
the assembly, the Judges will be 
chosen nnd the court will come Into 
existence In September, 1921. In the 
debate on the project there was a 
hot contest between Europe on one 
side and Latln-Amerlca on the other 
over the question whether the Juris- 
diction of the court should be obliga- 
tory or voluntary. Europe won out, 
and the statute as adopted does not 
make obligatory the appearance of 
both parties to a dispute, nnd pro- 
vides no penalty for non-compliance 
with the court's decisions. The Euro- 
pean delegates defended the scheme 
as the best beginning that can be 
made, but the Latln-Americans were 
very skeptical ns to the value of op- 
tional Jurisdiction. ' 

Austrln, first of the former enemy 
stntes to be admitted to the league, 
was voted In Wednesday without op- 
position, four members refraining from 
voting. Next day Bulgnria wns admit- 
ted, France nnd Australia not voting. 
The action on Austrln brought on n 
lively passage between Motta of 
Switzerland nnd Vlvlanl of France. 
The former took occasion to say that 
his country bad ulways regretted the 
rejection of Germany’s application for 
admission, whereupon Vlvlanl leaped 
to the tribune and In a fiery speech 
defended the French position In op- 
posing Germany's admission. Most of 
the assembly was with him and he 
wns enthusiastically applauded. Lux- 
emburg, Finland and Costa Rica also 
were admitted to the league. 

Spain, Brazil, Belgium and China 
were chosen ns the four elective mem- 
bers of the council. China takes the 
place of Greece, and her victory was 
said to be due mainly Jo the personal 
strength nnd popularity of Dr. Wel- 
lington Koo among the delegates. 

Armenia, together with Georgia and 
the Baltic stntes, was refused admis- 
sion to the league, but a resolution 
was adopted expressing the hope that 
President Wilson’s efforts would re- 
sult In the saving of Armenia and the 
establishment of a stable government 
so that she could be taken Into the 
fold. Mr. Wilson has named Henry 
Morgentliau os his representative In 
the mediation, but Just what he can 
do Is puzzling many observers. Al- 
ready Armenia has yielded to the be- 
hests of the Red Russians and es- 
tablished a soviet government at Erl- 
van, and the Turkish nutlouallsts, 
called off by Lenlne, have signed a 
peace treaty with the Armenians by 
which the latter band back to Turkey 
most of her former territory In that 
region. If this suits th< majority of 
the Armenians, what are the powers 
going to do about it? And what Is 
Mr. Murgentbau going to try to 
mediate?

HIRAM E. RAYMOND 

Hiram E. Raymond, well known as 
an Odd Fellow, Mason and Knight 
Templar, died on Monday at che ad- 
vanced age of 85.

Casa of Warner Cited. 

Glen Warner, the famous conch of 
the University of Pittsburgh eleven, Is 
an outstanding example of the man 
who has had great success as a coach 
without ever having created a sensa- 
tion as a player. Wnrner played guard 
at Cornell, but there Is no record of 
his ever having burned up the gridiron 
with brilliant performances. How- 
ever, he absorbed the teachings of his 
coaches and was able to enlarge on 
them. With the fundamentals of the 
old game, thoroughly mastered, as a 
basis, he was keenly alive to the pos- 
sibilities of the new game and made

MORE CABINET PREDICTIONS 


Dawes May Head Commission to Reoru 
ganlze Government 8ervlce — Houae 
Passes Farmers' Relief Tariff 
Bill — Scandal in Coal 
Prices Uncovered.

President-elect Harding’s confer- 
ences at Marion with the “best minds,” 
though by no means ended, seem al- 
ready to have resulted In the crystal- 
lizing of certain of his policies into 
definite form. Of course the two that 
arouse the greatest public Interest are 
those relating to foreign affairs and 
the League of Nations, and to the plnn 
for reorganizing the nation’s business 


ed chief Justice of the Supreme court 
as Chief Justice White probably will 
retire within the year. Other selec- 
tions held likely are George M. 
Reynolds of Chicago for secretary of 
the treasury, Henry Wallace of Iowa 
for secretary of agriculture, former 
Senator Weeks for secretary of the 
navy, and Charles M. Schwab for sec- 
retary of commerce. It Is believed, 
also, that Herbert Hoover Is certain 
to be In the cabinet The appointment 
of Mr. Reynolds to the treasury posi- 
tion, It Is said, would be very grate- 
ful to the business and financial men 
of the country, tyho have a high opin- 
ion of his ability and broad-minded- 
ness. 

The most Important action by the 
house of representatives during the 
week was the passage of the farmers’ 
relief bill, which Imposes a high 
emergency tariff on more than twenty 
agricultural products, the decline In 
the price of which Is attributed by 
the farmers In part to competition 
with Importations. The measure was 
passed by a vote of 196 to 86, party 
lines being broken. Wbut the senate 
will do with it is problematical. The 
senate finance committee will take it 
up after the holidays, and it may be 
killed by a prolonged discussion. The 
commodities to which the new duties 
would he n milled are wheat, flour.

D’Annunzio’s proclaimed state of 
war between his Flume government 
and Italy has become on established 
fact, for the Italian government has 
begun the siege of Flume nnd hostil- 
ities have broken out.

to what is said to be authoritative in- 
formation, he believes the first ap- 
proach to the formution of bis “asso- 
ciation of nations" should be to ob- 
tain the assent of the five leading na- 
tions, the United States, Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan, bis theory 
being that, once these nations have 
Joined, the other nations will fall in 
line. The basis of tills association is 
to be a world court to deal with Justi- 
ciable questions. 

Mr. Harding holds that no associa- 
tion of nations can succeed without 
the Indorsement of the leaders of pub- 
lic thought, in America and elsewhere, 
and that these leaders must rench 
agreement In the essentials, leaving 
details to be settled later; that all 
governing features must be eliminated 
from the association, each nation re- 
maining free to make Its own de- 
cisions; that the agreement must he 
s;>ec!fic enough to prevent the possi- 
bility of an offensive und defensive 
military alliance of the five great 
powers, and the association of na- 
tions Itself must place all nations on 
an equul footing in the presentation 
of their views on mutters of world 
policy. 

Gen. Charles Gates Dawes, the Chi- 
cago banker, who is said to be the 
leading probability for appointment as 
head of a commission to reorganize 
the government service, was one of 
the week’s visitors In Murton and 
talked with the president-elect espe- 
cially on the reduction of governmen- 
tal exiienses and its relation to taxa- 
tion. After the interview General 
Dawes said : 

“I found that Senator Harding al- 
ready kuew more thun I did concern- 
ing tliis, and that the effort to reor- 
ganize the government upon an eco- 
nomical basis Is one of the tasks to 
which be proposes to devote himself 
most energetically. From conversa- 
tion with him it is evident that he has 
tliis great and needed reform constant- 
ly In his mind. Considering that here- 
tofore no continued and firm effort 
has been made, this determination of 
the president-elect to make this re- 
form one of bis first efforts, means 
that it will be accomplished.” 

Senator and Mrs. Harding are go- 
lug to Florida next month to spend 
several weeks as the guests of Sena- 
tor Frglingbu.vsen of New Jersey. 
Possibly before they start announce- 
ment of the selections for ihe cabinet 
all! tie made. It Is believed Mr. 
Harding’s first choice for secretary of 
date now Is either Senator Knox or 
Tiarles Evans Hughes, and that if 
\r lecllnes he will be appoint- 


glve his decision immediately alter 
the holidays. At the conclusion of

The senate committee that has been 
investigating the price of coal last 
week accidentally uncovered what 
looks like a sensational scandal. 
George H. Cushing, general manager 
of the American Wholesale Coal Deal- 
ers’ association, was being questioned 
as to those who took profits in the 
handling of coal. He mentioned the 
mlnqra, the operators, the railroads, 
the wholesale dealers, the retailers, 
and then added, “and ofllcials of the 
United States government who got 
Into the coal business." Mr. Cushing 
tried to stop there, but the committee 
was Insistent and drew from him the 
assertion that government ofllcials, 
tuking advantage of advance Informa- 
tion on the fuel stringencies obtained 
In their confidential positions, de- 
clared themselves in on the coal-price 
boosting aud “cleaned up" millions. 

He told the committee of one in- 
stance in which government officials 
cleared a profit of $075,000 on the 
sule of 450,000 tons of coal. He stated 
that be was offered a share amounting 
to over $100,000 to participate in the 
deal but declined. There were many 
other such Instances, he told the com- 
mittee. He supplied the committee 
with the name of the ringleader, who 
Is said to be a dollur-a-year man. He 
udded that railroad officials and labor 
leaders who had to do with the han- 
dling of coal frequently managed to 
get a “rakeoff.” 

The disgust with which the public 
reads this sort of thing is heightened 
by the Information that graft prosecu- 
tions probably cannot be Instituted 
because the coal handled by the ring 
was not sold to the government. The 
senute committee planned to make 
public, after full investigation, the 
names of all officials who have engaged 
In coal deals, and the contempt with 
which they will be regurded by tbelr 
fellow cltlzeus will be some punlsb- 
meut. 

Later In the week correspondence 
from the National Coal association’s 
files, seized by order of the commit- 
tee, was read. It Included a letter 
sent out by Col. D. E. Wreutz, presi- 
dent of the association, stating that 
the association, co-operating with rail- 
road officials axxd the interstate coca-

bright for early restoration of order. 
One sign of weakening on the part of 
the Sinn Feiners was the collapse of > 
the railway strike against the carry- 1 
lng of munitions or troopB. This 
strike had been going on for seven 
months and the operating forces of .

dismissals that railway service was 
gradually approaching the vanishing 
point Finally realizing that this was 
harming only Ireland, and that many j 
towns and districts were suffering for i 
food supplies, the men have returned 
to work, promising to carry anything. 
Another thing that may weaken the 
“republican” cause if It is carried 
into effect is a plan to ask the Irish 
people by a formal referendum, 1 
whether they are willing to carry the 
home-rule' act into operation insteud 
of accepting ns flnul the Sinn Fein 
refusal. The proposition bus been 
submitted to the prime minister. The 
home-rule act became a law last week, 
the house of lords having accepted 
all the amendments mude to the bill 
by the commons. Severul amendments 
made by the lords, including one cre- 
ating senates for both the northern 
und southern parliaments, had been 
accepted by the commons. 

Constantine, received by the Greeks 
with loud acclaim, is ugaln estab- 
lished on his throne nnd is even plan- 
ning a visit to his army in Asia Minor, 
if the great powers permit. The dip- 
lomatic representatives of the allies 
In Athens did not leuve the country, 
hut refrained from participation in 
the king’s reception. Premier Lloyd 
George is weakening a trifle and In 
the house of commons opposed hasty 
action lu altering the treaty of Sevres 
in favor of the Turks and r gainst the 
Greeks. He advocated going warily 
with regard to the Greeks, us there 
might be explanations of their recent 
action. 

Although Trotzky was quoted re- 
cently to the effect that the soviet gov- 
ertmeut of Russia was plunuing no 
further military operations aud would 
turn all Us energy toward economic 
reconstruction, late dispatches from 
Titils Indicate that the Russian Bol- 
shevists ure plunuing a campulgn to 
wipe out the republic of Georgia. 
There are heavy concentrations of 
troops uu the Georgian borders and in 
nearby pons of the Black sea. and • 
Bolshevist army that has been operat- 
ing along the Armenian frontier le 
moving toward Georgia. 

The soviet government of Armenia 
has annulled all foreign loans, “espe- 
cially. tl>e American loan,” according 
to a dispatch from Constantinople.

Coloring Must B« Selected According 
to the Material on Which It Is 
to Be Used. 


Pnlnts nnd pnlntlng cost less than 
repairs necessitated by decay or dis- 
integration. 

There Is no such thing ns an all- 
service paint. Paint should be se- 
lected according to the material to 
be painted and the conditions under 
which It must give service. The wear 
on a floor Is more severe than on s 
tvnll, hence the floor calls for a tough- 
er, more elastic paint. 

Pnlntlng should not be done when the 
temperature Is lower than 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit, as the paint will not flow 
well. It Is Impractical to paint a hot 
surface. The old painting maxim Is: 
In spring and fall follow the sun; in 
summer, follow the shnde. 

Outside pnlntlng should he done In 
dry weather. Surfaces should >not be 
painted when wet. 

Surfaces to he painted should be 
gotten ns smooth nnd elenn as possi- 
ble. They should be free from grease. 
If painting new wood, knots nnd Bnppy 
surfaces should be shellacked first. 
If pnlntlng over previously painted sur- 
faces, all blisters nnd loose or peeled 
spots should be scraped or homed 
elenn. A brushing Svlth a stilt wire 
brush, followed by sandpaper Is good 
practice. 

A priming coat usually pnys for Its 
cost. A firm base for the final conts 
Is very essential to Insure long serv- 
ice. The printer should be' thin enough 
to penetrate the lumber. It should 
be well brushed In. 

Only pure linseed oil or pure tur- 
pentine should be used to thin paint.

S AD and solemn are the last hours 
of tlie (lying year.

The old year may bold our many 
failures, many disappointments. many 
bitter rv grata. The New Year holds 
out to us hope und promise, for my 
times are In Thy hand, t) Lord. It 
should comfort us when we^hlnk of 
the brevity of our years, to realize 
by contrast tbe length of God's years. 
We have but a short time to work, 
end it is well to remember that Id 
order that we may he dllltgent. But 
God has a whole eternity In which 
to work, and It Is well to remember 
that also, so that we may cease from 
Sretfuliicas and Impatience at the slow 
progress of Ills kingdom among us. 
Jeeus Christ has not ceased from His 
redemption of the world, nor has God 
teeu defeated In Bis plans for hu- 
manity, for the times of men and 
nations are in His hand. 


For most of us the memory of the 
past is a chamber of discontent Let 
therefore the old year bury from 
sight its story of sin and sorrow and 
failure.

Superstitious 
Vein 
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Encircling Wreath of Fancy ■ | 
Bedecks New Years Day 

E VER since the dawn of time the 
happenings of New Year’s day 
have been said to foretell the 
luck of the coming months. For there 
Is a vein of superstition In the human 
race, and all of us share In Its delu- 
sions. There Is no day In the year 
without its encircling wreath of fancy; 
this first day of them all Is wondrous- 
ly bedecked. Not even Christmas Is 
so ancient, and so world renowned, 
and It stands flrst In the folklore or 
every language. On New Year’s day 
In ancient Egypt, when as yet the 
pyramids were unbuilt, there were 
grand processions and smoking sac- 
rifices. In Sparta It was celebrated 
by the consecration of youths to mili- 
tary service. 

Among the Saxons and old Germans 
were great rejoicings, feastlngs and 
carouslngs on this day, and the was- 
sail bowl pnssed merrily around. This 
was a great vessel filled with ale, 
sugar, fruits, nutmeg and spices. There 
was enough for the whole community 
and the great bowl ran freely all day. 

In all countries there have been 
charms and devotions peculiar to the 
opening year, for a desire to peer Into 
the future ts really common to us all, 
no matter how we affect to deride the 
Idea. The Bible charm was one famil- 
iar to our grandfathers, and was used 
by religious people even down to the 
present generation. It is solemn end 
Interesting, and well worth recording. 
“When the clock strikes 12 on New 
Year's eve, pick up your Bible and 
open It at random, and walking back- 
ward to a table, lay the book down, 
face open, upon It. Turn around three 
times, take up the book, reed the verse 
upon which your thumb falls. It will 
tell your fate for the coming year. 
For Instance, If It should be: “And 
He will love thee and bless thee and 
multiply thee," or “If I take the 
wings of the morning and dwell In the 
uttermost parts of the earth," we ex- 
pect a very pleasant year. But conceive 
the horror of one who should opeo 
to these words : “8o he died, and was 
gathered to his fathers,” or “In hell 
he lifted up bis eyes, being In tor- 
ment." 

In Switzerland the maiden borrows 
her mother's wedding ring, ties it with 
a hair from her own bead, then sus- 
pends It Just over the rim of a tea- 
cup, all the while counting rapidly the 
years of her own age. Of course tbe 
hair-hung ring trembles and knocks 
against the cup, and each little tap 
counts one year before she will wed; 
so she must count very fast, or be 
shocked at the uumher of ups. In 
Norway the kind of fish caught on 
the day foretells "fisherman's luck" 
for the coming year. In rural New 
England almost every locality has 
some special charm of fortune-telling 
of Its own for this day of fate. The 
Chinese have used cards for thou- 
sands of years, and the queerest thing 
In the world Is a Chinese New Year's 
card. It gives all the complimentary 
titles of the owner, and It almost as 
large as a wall map. In olden times 
It was the custom for tenants to give 
New Year's gifts to their landlords, 
and every loyal subject owed a gift 
j tc his sovereign. We read bow good 
| Queen Elizabeth was such a favorite 
| that her gifts were marvels of taste 
. end extravagance. In our couutry we 
give presents oo Christina* day. but 
•n France they are r e se r ved (or the 
first of the yeair.

FARM INVENTORY (S 
INDEX TO PROGRESS 


Bulletin Recently leeued by Depart 
ment of Agriculture Enables Fann- 
er to Determine Exactly Hia 
Financial Status. 

What Is the net worth of yonr farm 
business? I* It more or loss than ore 
would Imagine front a casual Inspec- 
tion of your farm? Do you know for 
sure whether you nre going or coming 
In financial standing? 

These are Important questions to 
the farmer, nnd questions thnt nre not 
so easily answered ns would at flrst 
nppear. Fnrmlng Is an Intricate bust- • 
ness, nnd one In which returns from 
Investment nre sometimes long de- 
layed, so thnt progress cannot he «tj- 
curately measured by the amount of 
money taken In a given time. Some- 
times cash Income may he almost 
wholly attributable to reduction In 
other assets, so that In reality the re- 
sult Is like taking money from one 
pocket and putting It In another. 

The farm Inventory, or property 
list, offers the only practicable way of 
answering these questions. Once the . 
farmer hns made a complete list of 
all his assets and liabilities and hns 
balanced them he knows Just what his 
net worth Is, nnd when he has made 
such a list annually he knows each 
year whether he has gone forward or 
back, and Just how much hns been the 
Increase or decrease In the net worth 
of his business. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture hns Just Issued Farmers’ 
Bulletin 1182 entitled "Farm Inven- 
tories," In which are given detailed In- 
structions for ranking an Inventory- of 
farm property and revising such a list 
from year to year. By using the sim- 
ple system described In this bulletin 
any farmer can determine exactly his 
financial status and lay the founda- 
tion for a permanent system of ac- 
counting. Without the farm Inven- 
tory as a basis no system of account- 
ing that might be chosen would be of 
any great use to the farmer.

Proper Proportions of Sound Grains, 
Oyster Shell and Clean Quarters 
Are Necessary. 


Just because an egg Is freshly laid 
by an apparently heatlhy hen It cannot 
be assumed that It Is a good egg. Hens 
that are forced to obtain the greater 
proportion of their living ns scaven- 
gers nnd given a poor, range to work on 
cannot produce eggs of as good qual- 
ity as can a flock which regularly Is 
fed a good ration. 

Eggs lacking protein have a watery 
white and the shell Is apt to be thin, 
owing to the partial absence of such 
lime. Such eggs, besides being of less 
value as food, are more than likely to 
bring forth pnny chickens of low vi- 
tality, subject to white diarrhea and 
an early death. With proper quanti- 
ties of whent, bran, clover, oyster shell 
and sound grains In the ration fed to 
laying hens, eggs with firm shells, rich 
in protein and delicately flavored are , 
sure to result, providing, of course, 
that the flock Is given clean nests and 
runs and Is kept free from mites.

COVER CROP IMPROVES SOIL 


Ho'Jxds Furnish Early Vegetables at 
a Tim# When They Command High- 
est Market Prices. 

winter frosts have a lightening effect 
upon the soil, especially on clay soils. 

The earliest and choicest vegetables 
are harvested by the man who main- 
tains a few hotbed sashes and uses 
them to start his garden. He Is able 
to handicap the frost line by several 
weeks, and to set strong, well-devel- 
oped plants In hts garden at a time 
when hls neighbors are planting seed. 

The farm Income is at Its lowest 
point In the early spring, but It can be 
Increased considerably by the sale of 
young plants grown In hotbeds and 
ready for transplanting. Tomato, cab- 
bage, eggplant and pepper plants are 
always snapped up when the flrst 
warm planting days come, ond they 
are easily grown In the hotbed. A 
little more space and a little more seed 
than the grower needs for hls own use 
are likely to bring good profits. , Be- 
fore the ground freezes In the fall is 
a good time to clean out the old hot- 
bed*. 

Unless the soil used in the hotbed 
Is to be exchanged for fresh earth It 
should he shoveled from the bed and 
tossed Into a pile nearby. The de- 
cayed munure from the bottom Is scat- 
tered over the pile and thoroughly 
rolxad with it to form rich soil for 
next year’s beds. Over this goes a 
coat of straw or leaves held down by 
bits of board to keep It from blowing. 

Some fanners find It convenient to 
use evergreen boughs Instead of straw 
for the outer covering. 

Preparation of Hotbed. 

New hotbed pits 6hou)d be dug so 
that they will face the south, and the 
location should he selected so that 
the beds will be protected from the 
cold north winds and late sg.*ing 
storms. Sometimes the earth taken 
from the new pit is suitable for use In 
the hotbed, but this is the exception 
rather tliun the rule. A few loads of 
leaf mold from the woods mixed with 
the natural soil will often form u 
smooth, rich stoneless mass which

The hack or north side of the frame 
U usually from 12 to 18 Inches high, 
while the south end Is about eight 
Inches, so that tbe whole bed may have 
pitch enough to get tbe aun upon all 
pans. The standard hotbed sash Is 
handled by most dealers, and measures 
three feet In width and six feet in 
length. A frame Just wide enough to 
support the sash seems to be tbe most 
satisfactory, though wider beds b re 
sometimes used with supporting ridges 
placed at six-foot Intervals. A well- 
painted cypress aash. glazed with a 
good double-strength glass well set In 
putty should give the careful gardener 
12 to 15 years’ service. 

Heat for the hotbed la furnished by 
means of a bed of horse manure 8 to 
16 inches thick In the bottom of the 
pit. Permanent hotbeds are often 
heated with colls of ateam or hot- 
water pipes under the bed. 

Hotbeds require constant care to 
prevent their becoming overheated 
especially during bright weather.

Whether It Is conducted on an ex- 
tensive scale to supply the market or 
whether It' Is to produce food for tbe 
family the garden plot Is likely to be 
the most profitable acreage on the 
farm. Gardening really starts In tbe 
fall. When the last vegetables have 
been removed and stored the prudent 
gardener sets about to prepare the 
ground for the next year’s crop. 

Clearing Away Refuas. 

Any rubbish, dead vines or plants, 
and bean poles or tomato stakes should 
ke cleared away, soys tlie Uny.ed 
States Department of Agriculture, 
and the ground sown to rye or some 
other green crop to prevent the loose 
earth from washing under the winter 
rains. A cover crop also Improves 
the phylscal condition of the soil. 
When a cover crop cannot be supplied 
the next best thing thnt may be done 
Is to plow or spade the soil and allow 
It to He rough throughout the winter. 
This prnctlce destroys many insects 
that He Just below the surface. The

WORLD NOT YET 
NORMAL IN 1920 

European Nations, Especially, 
Are Beset With Troubles Dur- 
Irq Period of Readjustment 

PRINCIPAL EVENTS REVIEWED 


Failure of Senate to Ratify Peace 
Treaty Leavea United 8tatee Tech- 
nically at War — Presidential 
Election Holda Interest.

The world throughout the year 1020 
eras passing through the troublesome 
period of readjustment and reaction 
that began with the close of the World 
war. Of all the great powers that had 
been Involved In the conflict, the Unit- 
ed States alone remained technically 
In a state of war with Germany 
through the failure of the senate to 
ratify the peace treaty. For all prac- 
tical purposes, however, the United 
States was st peace and condltlona In 
this country were more nearly normal 
than in most of the nations of Europe 
which had accepted the settlements 
■greed upon by the peace conference 
■t Paris. 

Although the gPeat war had ended, 
the world was not at peace In 1920. 
Territorial disputes and Jealousies 
growing ont of the war resnlted In • 
large number of minor conflicts. 

The Irish problem remained un- 
solved and the situation In the Emer- 
ald Isle grew more serious as the year 
progressed. In the United States, de- 
spite minor radical activities and the 
uncertainties accompanying the read- 
justment of business and Industrial 
conditions, there was continued pros- 
perity and optimism. 

INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 

The World war was formally ended 
Jntiunry 10 when Germany and four- 
teen of the powers allied ngnlnst her 
In the wnr exchanged ratifications of 
the Treaty of Versailles at Paris. The 
United States, however, was not 
among the nations participating In this 
ceremony, ns the treaty had not been 
ratified by the senute. 

The League of Nations came Into 
actunl being at Paris January 10 when 
the executive council held Its first 
meeting with representatives from Bel- 
gium. Brazil, England, Italy, France, 
Japan, Greece and Spain participat- 
ing. 

The Russian government made a 
step toward securing peace with Its 
warring neighbors by concluding 
treaties with Ukraine and Esthonta. 

The Turkish peace terms were com- 
pleted on March 3, and a week later 
the Allies decided to use force to Im- 
pose the terms upon Turkey, sending 
troops to occupy Constantinople. The 
allied forces occupied the Turkish 
capital without opposition. 

Polish troops begun n spring offen- 
sive ngnlnst the Russian Rolshevlkl In 
the Rultlc region on March 23. Warsaw 
reported heavy fighting at many points 
on the 400-mlle front. Three days lat- 
er Poland offered pence terms to Rus- 
sia, providing for restoration of the 
kingdom of 1772. return of art and 
other treasures, and an Indemnity for 
Invasions since 1914. Polish troops ad- 
ministered a severe defeat to the Bol- 
shevik! at Podolln April 13. 

The Poles and Ukrainians negotiat- 
ed a treaty on April 27. recognizing 
Ukrainian Independence from Russia. 
A combined nrmy of Poles and Ukrain- 
ians then launched an offensive against 
the Russian “Red" forces, capturing 
Kiev on May 8 and the great port of 
Odessa on May 11. 

Bolshevik troops Invaded Persia at 
Astara May 18. forcing the withdrawal 
•f British troops. Bolshevik troops 
on the Polish front were re-enforced 
and launched an attack on a ninety- 
mile front, seeking to open communi- 
cation with East Prussia. On June 3 
they succeeded In flanking and driving 
back General Ptlsudskl's Polish troops. 

The supreme council continued Its 
efforts to complete the pence . settle- 
ments. The treaty with Hungary was 
signed June 4 at Versailles, Ambassa- 
dor Wallace signing for the United 
States. Turkey was granted fifteen 
days additional time to present Its 
▼tews regarding the treaty with that 
country. 

While these peace negotiations were 
In progress, fighting continued at many 
points. Over 3<*» Italian prisoners were 
killed by Albanians at Tlraua on June 
18 Id retaliation for the assassination 
of Esaad Pasha In Paris on June IS 
Supported t>» British troops and bat- 
tleships at Malta and Constantinople, 
the Greeks began a campaign to oust 
the Turkish Nationalists from parts of 
Asia Minor. 

On July 7 the Bolshevik troops cap- 
tured Rovono, throwing the Poles Into 
retreat on the entire front. Poland 
o|iened negotiations for an armistice 
and these continued for a week when 
It was reported that Kustla had or- 
dered the postponement of the nego- 
tiations and the capture of Warsaw. 
Bolshevist troops captured Loiuza and 
Brest-Lltovsk, and began a drive on 
Lemberg August 1. During the next 
two weeks they continued to advance 
and on August IT were within twelve 
miles of Warsaw. The Polish capital 
seemed doomed, but on the 17th the 
poles launched a great counter-of- 
fensive and drove the Bolahevlkl hack 
In disorder. Heartened by the crush- 
ing blow given the Russian forces, 
the Poles rejected the Bolshevik peace 
terms. 

in the meantime, on August 11, the 


French foreign office surprised the oth- 
er powers by giving recognition to 
General Wrangel’s de facto govern- 
ment In South Russia. 

The Tnrklsh pence treaty was signed 
on Angust 10 hy all nations concerned 
except Serbia and the Hedjas. 8ovlet 
Russia continued He effort to make 
peace with Its neighbors by signing a 
treaty with Letvla and agreeing to 
armistice terms with Finland. 

On October 12 the Poles signed sn 
armistice and preliminary peace treaty 
with Russia to become effective Oc- 
tober 18. 

The cessation of hostilities on the 
Polish fronts ennbled the Bolshevlkl 
to strengthen their other fronts. Di- 
rected by Trotsky, the war minister, 
the Bolshevlkl launched a violent of- 
fensive on October 81 against the 
South Russian armies commanded by 
General Wrangel. They succeeded In 
smashing General Wrangel’s forces 
and drove on through Crimen. 

The Bolshevlkl forces captured Se- 
bastopol November 14. General 
Wrangel and the remnants of his army 
were on hoard American, French and 
British warships which steamed out 
of the harbor as the Bolshevlkl en- 
tered the city. 

An agreement on the Adriatic ques- 
tion was reached November 10 at a 
conference between the Jngo-Slavs 
and the Italians and a treaty embody- 
ing the agreement was signed at Ha- 
pnllo two daya later. 

The Assembly of the League of Na- 
tions opened Ita first session at Ge- 
neva November 15, Paul Hymans of 
Belgium being elected president. 

On November 29 President Wilson 
accepted an Invitation extended by the 
Connell of the Leagueof Nations to act 
as mediator between Armenia and 
Turkey. Two days later the Russia 
Bolshevik took Erivan and announced 
the establishment of a soviet Armenian 
republic. On December 8 Armenia and 
the Turkish Nationalists signed a 
treaty of pence. 

Several attempts to secure action on 
amendments to the covenant of the 
League of Nations were voted down 
hy the league assembly. Because of 
this action the Argentine delegates to 
the assembly withdrew on December 
3. On December 1 Austria was admit- 
ted to the league, the first of the allies 
of Germany to be granted member* 
ship. 

FOREIGN AFFAIRS 

With continual strife, amounting vir- 
tually to civil wnr, In Ireland, with 
spasmodic revolutionary outbreaks In 
Germany, with counter-revolutionary 
movements developing at Intervals In 
Russia, with civil war In Chinn and 
with pnllticytl upheavals tn France, 
Rnly, Greece and other countries, 
the unrest and changing conditions 
growing out of the World war were 
reflected In the disturbed Internal con- 
ditions of many countries of the old 
world In 1920. \ 

One of the unexpected political de- 
velopments of the early days of the 
year w’as the failure of Premier Cle- 
menceau to ohtnln election as presi- 
dent of France upon the expiration of 
the term of President Poincare. Paul 
Deschnnel was elected on Janunry 17 
and the following day Cfemencenu’s 
cabinet resigned. Alexandre Miller- 
and formed a new cabinet at the re- 
quest of Presldeut Poincare. 

The All-Russian government In Si- 
beria, headed by Admiral Alexander 
B. Kolchak, was finally destroyed with 
the killing of Admiral Kolchnk hy So- 
cial Revolutionists at Irkutsk on Feb- 
ruary 7. 

In Great Britain the government 
took Its first definite step toward a 
settlement of the Irish question on 
Februury 25 by presenting to the 
house of commons Its Irish home 
rule bill, providing for autonomous 
rule under a dual parliament, repre- 
senting both the north and the south. 
On March 10 Ulster voted to accept 
the bill. 

A new counter-revolution, directed 
by militarists, broke out In Berlin 
March 13. The revolutionists gained 
control of Berlin and Dr. Wolfgang 
Kapp proclaimed himself chancellor. 
The revolution was short-lived, how- 
ever, ending In failure on the 16th 
when Dr. Kapp resigned. 

The Irish sltuatfoo continued to at- 
tract the attention of the world. On 
March 19 the mayor of Cork was kill- 
ed by assassins. In the House of 
Commons the Irish Home Rule bill 
passed Its second reading on March 
31, 848 to 94. On April 4 Irish tax 
offices and records were burned at 
many points and wire communication 
from Belfast was cut. 

In Mexico the presidential campaign 
developed a revolution which resulted 
eventually In the overthrow of tbe 
Carranza government. On April 10 the 
state of Sonora withdrew from the 
republic and fighting between the 
Sonora troops and federal forces be- 
gan. By April 21 nine Mexican states 
had Joined the secession movement. 
Tbe revolutionary movement gained 
rapidly and on May 7 President Car- 
rauza fled from Mexico City toward 
the eastern coast. On May 22 Car- 
ranza. the fugitive president, was shot 
and killed by troops In his escort 
while asleep. 

A cabinet crisis In Italy on June 9 
resulted In the resignation of Premier 
Nittl and his cabinet. Signor Orlaudo 
also resigned as president of the cham- 
ber. ▲ new cabinet was formed June 
17 under former Premier Giovanni Gi- 
olittl. On June 27 Italian troops mu- 
tinied at Ancona and “Red" upris- 
ings broke out all over Italy In what 
appeared to be a concerted anarchist 
plot. 

On August 13 Mayor Terence Mac- 
Swlnt-y of Cork was arrested by Brit- 
ish troops for sedition tn holding a 
Sinn Fein court at the City Hall He 
was convicted by a court martial on 
the 17 Lb and taken to an Euglub pris- 


on, where he Immediately entered up- 
on a hunger strike. Riots and In- 
cendiarism contlnned to assume more 
serious proportions at many points. 

In the constitutional election held 
In Mexico September 5 General Al- 
va ra Obregon was elected president. 

President Peerhanel of France re- 
signed September 21 because of 111 
health and on tbe 23rd Premier Alex- 
andra Mill ora ml was elected to succeed 
him. Georges Leygues. minister of 
marine under Clemencenu, became pre- 
mier. 

Further disturbances were reported 
In Italy during October. On the 18th 
lenders of the Socialist party and tbe 
General Confederation of Labor or- 
dered demonstrations In every town In 
Italy In an effort to force the Italian 
government to recognize soviet Rus- 
sia, and on the following day many 
persons were killed and wounded In 
the course of a two-hour strike called 
aa a protest against the arrest of polit- 
ical offenders opposing the allied pol- 
icy toward Russia. Tbe government 
began ■ drive on the 17th to round up 
all advocates of violence In the coun- 

try. 

After a hunger strike of 74 days, 
which had drawn the attention of the 
world, Terence MacSwtney, lord mayor 
of Cork, died In Brixton prison, Lon- 
don, October 25. Great pressure bad 
been brought to bear to secure Mayor 
MacSwIney's release, but the govern- 
ment stood firm In Ita stand against 
the hunger strikers. 

King Alexander of Greece died on 
October 25 aa a result of a bite by a 
pet monkey, and It was announced 
that the throne wonld be offered to 
Prince Paul, third son of former King 
Constantine. 

Peace In China seemed to be finally 
assured by a proclamation Issued by 
the government November 1, declaring 
that there had been a reunion of North 
and South China and calling for the 
election of a new parliament. 

Fierce rioting between Unionists 
and Sinn Felners broke out In North 
Belfast, Ireland, November 7. Seri- 
ous disorders were reported also at 
Londonderry, where five policemen 
were shot and many ships burned or 
wrecked. The Irish home rule bill 
passed the house of commons on Its 
third reading November 11. At Dublin 
on November 21, following the murder 
of 14 British officers, a force of troops 
raided a football game and fired upon 
the crowd, killing and wounding a 
large number of persons. 

A political upheaval came In Greece 
with the defeat In the general election 
on November 14 of the party headed 
by Premier Venlzelos. Premier Venl- 
zelos resigned on November 17 and 
George Rhnllls, former premier and 
leader among the followers of ex-King 
Constantine, formed n new cabinet. 

On December 4 the Greek people, In 
a plebiscite voted for the return of 
King Constantine. On December 19 
Constantine returned to Athens in 
triumph. _ 

The Irish situation neared a crisis 
during the closing weeks of the year. 
Wholesale arrests were made by the 
British authorities during tho last 
weeks of November, among those 
token being Arthur Griffith, acting 
president of the “Irish republic" nnd 
many other Irish lenders. On No- 
vember 28 Irish plotters set fire to 
several large warehouses on the Liver- 
pool water front and killed two men. 
Martial law was proclaimed In south 
Irelund on December 10 and two days 
later a Inrge part of the business dis- 
trict of Cork was burned In reprisal, 
It was clulmed, for Sinn Fein raids. 

DOMESTIC 

The year 1920 being a presidential 
election year, politics held the atten- 
tion of the people of the United States 
during the greater part of the year. 
Senator Warren O. Harding of Ohio 
was nominated for President by the 
Republicans at Chicago June 12. The 
Democratic national convention at 
San Francisco nominated Governor 
James M. Cox of Ohio on July 5 on 
the forty-fourth ballot 
In tbe election on November 2, the 
Republican national tlcfcet was elected 
by an overwhelming majority, receiv- 
ing 414 electoral votes while the Demo- 
cratic candidates received 117. The 
Republicans also won an overwhelm- 
ing majority In congress. 

By winning their long fight for 
equal suffrage, the women of the coun- 
try gained the right to vote for all 
offices In the November election. 

The United States Supreme court 
on January 5 upheld the constitution- 
ality of wartime prohibition and the 
Volstead enforcement act. On Janu- 
ary 16 nationwide prohibition, under 
the eighteenth amendment to the Con- 
stitution, went Into effect. 

On January 10 the New York as- 
sembly, with but two dissenting voices, 
voted to exclude tbe five Socialist 
members of that body, pending trial 
on charges that the platform of their 
party Is revolutionary. 

The anti-radical campaign resulted 
In tbe Indictment of 38 leaders of the 
Communist Labor party In Chicago 
on January 21. 

The railroads of the country were 
returned to private operation on 
March 1. under the terms of the Cum- 
mlns-Escb railroad reorganization act. 

Senator Truman H. Newberry of 
Michigan was convicted tn the federal 
court at Grand Rapids on March 20 
on charges Involving the uae of exces- 
slve campaign funds. He and 16 co- 
defeudauta were given prison sen- 
tences, but remained at liberty pending 
an appeal to the higher courts. 

The trial of the five Socialist mem- 
bers of the New York assembly ended 
with their expulsion from the legisla- 
ture April 1. 

Several aults had been Instituted 
during tbe early months of the year 
attacking the validity of the eight- 
eenth (prohibition) amendment. Ail 
these cases were taken to the United 
Stales Supreme court and on June 7 


that tribunal decided that the amend- 
ment and the Volstead enforcement 
act were constitutional. 

Big Increases In rates were granted 
the railroads of the country hy the 
Interstate commerce commission July 
SI to enable the roads to meet In- 
creased wage*. Passenger rate* were 
increased 29 pet- vent, with a Pullman 
surcharge of 50 per cent for tbe rail- 
roads. Freight rates were Increased 
from 25 to 40 per cent In different sec- 
tions of the country. 

The trial of the Communist Labor 
party leaders In Chicago, In progress 
for several months, ended August 2 
with the conviction of 20, who were 
given Jail sentences. 

The five Socialist assemblymen ex- 
pelled from the New York legislature 
In the spring, having been re-elected, 
were again unseated when the legis- 
lature met In special session Septem- 
ber 21. 

Sharp drops In tbe prices of cotton, 
wheat and other farm products 
brought appeals for assistance from 
tbe farmers of the country during the 
latter part of the year. Night riders 
appeared In southern states In an ef- 
fort to force the growers to hold their 
cotton for a higher price and a move- 
ment was started to secure the holding 
of wheat from the market. 

NATIONAL LEGISLATION 

The continued fight over the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty of Versailles, with 
tbe League of Nations covenant, re- 
sulting in rejection of the treaty for 
the second time, occupied the atten- 
tion of the United States senate during 
the early months of 1920 and monop- 
olized the attention of the public, so 
far as congressional action was con- 
cerned The Cummlns-Esch bill, un- 
der which the railroads of the Country 
operated after their return to private 
control, and the army reorganization 
bill were the principal pieces of legis- 
lation enacted before the first regular 
session of the Sixty-sixth congress 
ended June 6. 

On January 10, the house, by a vote 
of 328 to 6, for the second time re- 
fused to Beat Victor Berger, Socialist, 
who had been re-elected to congress 
from a Milwaukee district after he 
had been once barred hy the house 
because of his alleged disloyalty dur- 
ing the war. 

The Water Power Development bill, 
.which had long been pending In con- 
gress, was passed by the senate Janu- 
ary 15. A similar bill had been adopt- 
ed by the house In July, 1919. 

Another long congressional fight, 
for the adoption of the Oil Land Leas- 
ing bill, was ended when the confer- 
ence report was adopted by the house 
oit February 10 and the senate two 
days later. 

The senate then tnmed Its attention 
to the peace treaty. The orlglnni 
Lodge reservations were again adopt- 
ed, with some amendments. The 
treaty, with the reservations, came to 
a vote on March 19, and for the second 
time failed to secure the requisite two- 
thirds majority, the vote being 49 to 
85. The following day the rejected 
treaty was sent back to the President 
With no prospect of the early adop- 
tion of the treaty, resolutions declar- 
ing the war at an end were Introduced 
In both the house nnd the senate. Both 
houses adopted the Knox senate res- 
olution. President Wilson vetoed this 
resolution, however, on May 27. 

A few days earlier, on May 24, Pres- 
ident Wilson asked the senate for au- 
thority to accept the mandate for 
Armenia that had been offered by the 
supreme council. On June 1 the sen- 
ate “respectfully declined" to give the 
President the authority requested. 

On June 8, the house voted. 843 to 
8, the repeal of all war laws except the 
Lever act and the enemy trading act, 
the measure already having passed the 
senate, but President Wilson withheld 
his signature from the act and it died, 
with several other important meas- 
ures, with the adjournment of con- 
gress. On the day before adjourn- 
ment, President Wilson vetoed the 
budget bill which bad been passed by 
both houses. 

Congress reconvened on December 6 
for the short session. Presldeut Wil- 
son In his message, which was read 
the following day, recommended that 
the Philippines ne given their Inde- 
pendence. 

LABOR AND INDUSTRIAL 

Industrial unrest which manifested 
Itself during the period of reaction Im- 
mediately following the war, became 
eveu more marked during the year 
1920. Radical activities were involved 
in some of the labor disputes In this 
country, but this was true to a much 
larger intent In the labor troubles that 
beset most of the countries of Europe 
during the greater part of the year. 

Tbe first month of the year was 
marked, In the United States, by the 
abandonment of the steel workers' 
strike which had j>eeu begun on Sep- 
tember 22. 

Railroad traffic was tied up In 
France, February 27, by a general 
strike of rail workers. The premier 
called all the strikers Into the army, 
and two days later tbe strike waa set- 
tled by a compromise. 

Peace was declared between tbe 
bituminous coal operators and miners 
March 31, when they signed a two- 
year agreement based on an award 
made by tbe coal commission named 
by President Wilson. 

An “outlaw" strike of railroad 
awttchmeu began in Chicago April 15, 
and spread rapidly to other parts of 
tbe country. Federal officers arrested 
30 leaders of the strike in Chicago, 
April 15, on charges of interfering with 
the malls and violation of the Lever 
I act. On April 19 the Joint railroad 
■ wage board created by tbe Cummins- 
Each bill, announced that It would not 
I hear cases of men who were on strike. 
I A new coal strike was inaugurated 
r in Illinois and Kansas April 6. 


five thousand men going ont because 
oi’ dissatisfaction with tbe wage 
awards made by the coal commission. 

The first of a long aeries of strikes 
Involving Bolshevik activities took 
place In Italy March 25, when work- 
men and peasants In Naples nnd the 
provinces of N'ovra, Alexandra, Brex- 
cia and Treviso, attempted to establish 
soviets. Troops restored order and 
the strike ended within two days. 

On May 1 there were riots In Paris, 
and railway workers struck for na- 
tionalization of the railroads. French 
dock workers and coal miners Joined 
the strike on May 5. The French gov- 
ernment took vigorous steps to end 
the strike, moving to dissolve the Gen- 
eral Federation of Imbor and char- 
acterizing the strike lenders ns Bolshe- 
vists. The strikes were called off by 
the General Federation of Labor on 
May 21. 

The Railway Labor board announced 
Ita decision on wage Increases on July 
20, awarding Increases of from 20 to 
27 per cent to nearly 2,000,000 employ- 
ees, the total Increase amounting to 
about 1000,000,000 a year, about half 
the raise that employees had asked. 
The award waa accepted by the rail- 
road unions. 

During the latter part of July coal 
miners again struck In Illinois, Indi- 
ana and Kansas^ but on July 81 they 
were ordered back to work, after an 
appeal had been made by President 
Wilson. 

Serious riots occurred at Denver Au- 
gust 5 in connection with a street car 
strike, many being killed and Injured. 
Federal troops were ordered to Denver 
to stop the disorders. 

Tho Railway Labor board made an- 
other award August 10, granting an 
Increase amounting to $30,000,000 a 
year to 75,000 railway express workers. 

On August 30 President Wilson ap- 
proved the majority report of tbe an- 
thracite w'age commission, awarding 
wage lncreuses of from 17 to 20 per 
cent. On September 1 anthracite op- 
erators and miners signed a two-year 
contract based on the award, but thou- 
sands of men remained on what they 
termed “vacation'* In protest against 
the award. 

Industrial conditions grew more se- 
rious In Italy during the late summer 
and fall. Au obstructionist campaign 
was started by 500,000 workmen on 
August 22. On August 31, In Lom- 
bardy, 300 metal-working plants were 
seized by employees and workmen’s 
councils took charge of the plants. On 
September 14 tbe workmen's council 
voted for co-operative management 
and profit-sharing by the work- 
men. At the same time the workmen 
took over 200 chemical works and sev- 
eral textile mills. Premier Glollttl In- 
tervened, nnd on September 19 the em- 
ployers agreed to his terms of settle- 
ment, granting Increases of' pay ret- 
roactive to July 15. The workmen ac- 
cepted the settlement and ordered the 
factories returned to the owners. 

An Industrial crisis was precipitated 
tn England on October 10 by a Btrlke 
of 1,000,000 coal miners. On the 28th 
an agreement was reached for an In- 
crease In wages In consideration of a 
pledge on the part of the miners to 
help Increase production. The strike 
was called off November 3. 

A severe business depression was 
felt throughout the United States dur- 
ing the closing weeks of the year. The 
trend toward lower wages was marked 
hy the announcement of the textile 
mills of New England In December of 
a reduction in wuges amounting to 
22 ft per cent 

SPORTS 

The revival of interest In sporting 
events of all kinds which wus appar- 
ent In 1919, following almost a com- 
plete suspension of athletic activities 
during tbe war, was even more marked 
in 1920. ‘ 

The first of five races between Sir 
Thomas Llpton’s Shamrock IV, chal- 
lenger for the America’s cup, and the 
defender, Resolute, was held off New 
York July 15. Tbe Shamrock won the 
first and second races, but the Resolute 
took the next three, winning the cup 
on July 27. 

Charles Evans, Jr. of Chicago, won 
the western amateur golf championship 
July 17, and Jock Hutchinson won the 
western opeu golf championship Au- 
gust 5. Edward Ray of England won' 
the American open golf cbamploushlp, 
August 13. Charles Evans, Jr., won 
the national amateur golf champion- 
ship, September 11. 

Tbe United States, for the seventh 
consecutive time, made the biggest 
score In tf»e Olympic games at Ant- 
werp, Belgium, with 212 points. Fin- 
land was second with 105 and Sweden 
third with 95. 

Jack Dempsey retained the heavy- 
weight champlonablp of the world by 
knocking oat Bill Mlske in the third 
round at Benton Harbor, Mich., Sep- 
tember 6. Georges Carpentler of 
France, knocked out Buttling Levlnsky, 
October 12, and became light heavy- 
weight champion of the world. 

A sensation was caused in the base- 
ball world Just before the close of 
tbe season by tbe exposure of a con- 
spiracy by which the world's series of 
1919 was “thrown" by the Chicago 
American league team to the Cincin- 
nati National league team. Seven 
members of tbe Chicago team, includ- 
ing several stare, and one former mem- 
ber were accused of accepting bribes, 
and they later were Indicted by a Chi- 
cago grand Jury. Cleveland won the 
American league peunaut on October 
2 and met tbe Brooklyn club, National 
league pennant winner, in the world 
i series on October 6. Cleveland won 
' the aeries by utkiug tbe seventh game 
I from Brooklyn. October 12. 

A baseball war was threatened by • 
; conflict between clubs of tbe American 
league over plans for a reorganization 
of tbe game. Peace was declared. 
I however, on November 18, and a new 
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board of control was established with 
Judge Kenemw M. Landis of Chicago 
as chairman with an annual salary of 
$42,500 a year. 

Roscoe Snrlcs won the 250-mlle aa* 
totnnhlle race at Lob Angeles Novem- 
ber 25. In this race Gaston Chevro- 
let was killed In n collision. 

DISASTERS 

The world was comparatively free 
from disasters causing great loss of 
life during 1920. Tornadoes In the 
United States and earthquakes In Italy 
and Mexico, caused the greatest de- 
struction. 

Several thousand people were report- 
ed killed by a violent earth shock In 
central Mexico January 3, the dam- 
age being particularly heavy in tho 
western part of Vera Cniz. 

More than 100 persons were killed, 
mnny were Injured nnd heavy property 
damage was caused by tornadoes which 
swept Georgia, Alabama, Indlnnn, Ohio 
and Illinois, March 28. 

Three hundred persona were killed 
by an explosion of a munitions dump 
at Rothensteln, East Prussia, April 11. 

Another tornado caused heavy dam- 
age In Alnbama, Tennessee and Min- 
stsslppl, April 20. More than 150 per- 
sons were killed and property valued 
at $2,000,000 was destroyed. 

Fifty-nine persons were killed by 
tornado In Cherokee county, Okla., 
May 2. 

Great floods were reported In Japan 
August 19, with heovy loss of life. 

A severe earthquake In the district 
north of Florence, In Italy, on Septem- 
ber 7, destroyed 100 towns and killed 
about 400 persons. 

Disastrous earthquakes occurred In 
Chile and Central America Decem- 
ber 9, and later In the month.

vided may be the best, for idle hens< 
soon grow too fat to lay. It Is al- 
most impossible to give laying hens< 
Umt ure confined too much exercise. 

The fowls ifiuy be encouraged to ex-' 
erclse In various wuys, such as sus- 
pending cabbage beads, beets, etc., so* 
tbut tbe birds have to Jump for them, 
und scattering grain In the litter. The* 
litter should be from four to eight* 
inches deep and muy consist of straw! 
(either cut or whole), hay, leaves,) 
buckwheat hulls, shredded corn fodder, 
or uny like eonvrtilent material. Thoi 
hens should be kept hungry enough* 
so that they will work diligently sill 
duy for the corn scattered In this lit-! 
ter, say poultry specialists of thoi 
United States Department of Agrlcul4 
ture. Whenever the litter become*! 
dump or soiled It must be removed! 
and fresh put in.
